GENERAL  REVIEW. 


Mr.  William  T.  Baker,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the 
City  of  Chicago. 

Sir  : — The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  agriculturist 
and  the  Board  of  Trade,  whose  interests  are  identical ;  but  a  bad 
one  for  the  bucket  shop  and  the  grain  gambler,  whose  interests 
also  are  identical. 

Never  before  have  the  annals  of.  this  board  recorded  a  year  of 
so  great  prosperity,  or  one  of  so  large  a  volume  of  business  as  the 
year  which  closed  on  the  31st  of  December,  1890.  Agriculture  has 
poured  into  the  lap  of  the  nation  twenty-five  hundred  million  bushels 
of  grain,  comprising  corn,  wheat,  oats,  rye  and  barley;  a  crop  of  hay 
of  forty -five  million  tons,  and  of  cotton  aggregating  seven  million 
bales ;  besides  tobacco,  potatoes,  small  grains,  seeds  and  dairy 
products,  contributing  to  the  national  wealth  a  sum  too  vast  for 
the  mind  to  comprehend.  The  value  of  farm  animals,  comprising 
cows,  mules,  horses,  sheep,  swine  and  oxen,  and  of  the  chief  grain 
crops,  aggregated  about  $4,000,000,000,  and  was  a  vital  factor 
in  the  national  financial  soundness. 

The  crops,  although  much  less  in  volume  than  in  the  previous 
year,  brought  to  the  agriculturist  a  good  reward.  When  the 
farmer  is  prosperous  he  expends  money  in  improvements  upon  his 
farm,  in  the  purchase  of  machinery,  in  the  increase  of  his  live-stock, 
in  contributing  to  the  comforts  of  his  household,  and  in  many  other 
ways.  All  this  increases  immensely  general  business,  and,  of 
necessity,  is  felt  in  large  centers,  conducing  to  the  active  circula- 
tion of  money,  stimulating  enterprise  and  absorbing  labor.  It  is 
under  such  conditions  that  harmonious  relations  exist  between 
employer  and  employee.  These  relations  contrast  the  year  just 
closed  most  favorably  with  the  years  when  labor  mutterings  and 
outbreaks  threatened  the  public  peace ;  in  those  years  the  supply 
of  grain  was  out  of  profitable  proportion  to  the  demand,  the  pur- 
chasing of  general  merchandise  was  restricted,  and  the  free  circula- 
tion of  money  restrained. 
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When  granaries  are  full  and  labor  is  unemployed  the  public 
safety  must  needs  be  in  peril.  A  year  of  scant  crops  and  good 
prices  is  far  better  than  one  with  enormous  crops,  held  at  the  mercy 
of  importing  countries  dictating  to  us  terms  of  sale. 

Surplus  grain  supplies  may  furnish  a  desirable  theme  to  the  un- 
thinking politician  for  stump  speeches,  but  they  are  deplored  by  the 
thoughtful  and  studious  political  economist,  and  rejoiced  over  by 
those  countries  which  cannot  produce  enough  to  feed  their  own 
peoples.  Let  the  farmer  dismiss  this  idea  of  the  desirability  of 
excessive  crops,  especially  of  wheat,  and  place  a  higher  estimate 
upon  the  value  of  a  home  market,  of  diversified  crops  and  of  the  inter- 
change of  commodities  between  the  states.  He  should  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  which  stubbornly  confronts  him,  notwithstanding  the 
fascination  of  his  miles  of  waving  wheat,  that  the  export  price  of  that 
grain  makes  the  price  of  the  entire  crop,  and  that  such  price  is  dictated 
by  competition  with  surplus  wheat  producing  countries  where  labor 
has  its  least  reward.  The  policy  of  those  countries  which  do  not  raise 
sufficient  food  to  supply  their  own  populations,  is  to  stimulate  the 
production  of  wheat  in  other  lands  and  bring  as  many  sellers  as 
possible  to  their  markets.    Why  should  we  contribute  to  this  policy  ? 

Our  crop  of  wheat  for  1890  aggregated  399,262,000  measured 
bushels,  or  380,915,903  bushels  of  sixty  pounds,  grown  upon 
36,000,000  acres,  comprising  143,888,000  bushels  of  spring  and 
255,374,000  bushels  of  winter  wheat,  with  an  average  production 
per  acre  of  eleven  bushels.  The  value  of  this  crop  is  placed  by  the 
Agricultural  Department  at  $334,773,678.00.  This  result  is  not 
intended  to  be  accurate  but  approximate — it  could  not  be  other- 
wise. The  actual  value  as  determined  by  the  course  of  the  markets 
since  the  official  estimate  was  made,  is  considerably  larger  than  is 
generally  supposed  and  approximates  closely  to  the  value  of  the 
490,500,000  bushels  raised  in  1889. 

The  season  was  unfavorable  for  the  growth  of  winter  wheat, 
the  weather  in  March  being  severe  on  the  plant,  particularly  in  the 
many  stretches  of  land  not  covered  with  snow. 

The  spring  wheat  yield  was  about  up  to  the  average. 

The  Dakotas  yielded  a  crop  of  40,411,000  bushels,  bringing 
into  her  coffers  more  than  $32,000,000. 

Minnesota,  rich  in  soil  and  in  enterprise,  highly  favored  by 
climatic  conditions,  produced  a  crop  of  38,356,000  bushels.     With 
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her  characteristic  intelligence  she  Jias  established  large  flouring 
industries,  turning  out  a  superior  quality  of  flour  ;  thus  exporting 
a  large  portion  of  her  wheat  in  a  form  which  meets  with  no  serious 
competition,  and  which  to  a  considerable  extent  enables  her  to  fix 
its  price,  instead  of  its  being  determined  by  buyers.  This  grand 
state  has  in  a  comparatively  few  years  learned,  and  now  practices, 
a  fundamental  principle  of  political  economy,  which  many  older 
states  would  do  well  to  follow,  that  principle  being  to  put  goods 
for  sale  into  such  form  as  will  meet  the  smallest  amount  of  compe- 
tition. A  blind  zeal  in  the  production  of  raw  material  benefits 
another  more  than  the  producer,  and  belongs  to  primary  conditions. 
To  avoid  the  overproduction  of  those  things  which  compete  for  a 
market,  and  supply  by  enterprise  and  intelligence  those  articles 
for  which  buyers  compete,  is  the  object  most  desired  in  the  profit- 
able conduct  of  commerce.  Advanced  commercial  and  trading 
peoples  are  every  year  more  and  more  acting  upon  this  principle. 

England  is  a  great  consumer  of  raw  material,  and  by  the  appli- 
cation of  a  most  intelligent  industry  she  transforms  that  material 
into  countless  forms  of  utility  and  l^eauty,  and  carries  these  in  her 
ships  to  all  markets,  taking  her  pay  largely  in  low  priced  raw 
material,  in  gold,  or  in  exchange  on  London  ;  meanwhile,  she  sets 
other  nations  to  tilling  the  soil  and  raising  food  for  her  artisans, 
mechanics  and  manufacturers. 

Our  great  crop  of  wheat  is  of  immense  advantage  to  this 
country  under  all  circumstances,  but  it  i*  not  of  greatest  advantage 
when  it  is  so  large  that  its  value  is  fixed  by  buying  nations. 

Ohio  comes  next  to  Minnesota,  and  turned  out  29,984,000 
bushels.  Then  in  the  order  of  production,  come  California,  Kansas, 
Indiana,  Michigan,  Iowa,  Illinois  and  Missouri,  the  latter  state 
yielding  17,638,000  bushels.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  entire 
yield  may  be  seen  among  the  statistical  tables  of  this  report. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  wheat  producing  portions  of 
the  world,  and  the  months  of  their  respective  harvests  : 

January — Australia,  Argentine,  Chili  and  New  Zealand. 

February  and  March — East  India  and  Upper  Egypt. 

April — Asia  Minor,  Cuba,  Cyprus,  India,  Lower  Egypt,  Mexico, 
Persia  and  Svria. 

May — Algeria,  Central  Asia,  China,  Florida,  Japan,  Morocco 
and  Texas, 
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June — Alabama,  Arkansas,  California,  Carolina,  Colorado, 
Georgia,  Greece,  Italy,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Oregon,  Portugal,  South  of  France,  Spain,  Tennessee, 
Turkey  and  Utah. 

July — Austro-Hungary,  Bulgaria,  France,  Germany,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  New  York,  Nebraska,  Ohio, 
Roumania,  South  of  Russia,  Switzerland,  South  of  England,  and 
Upper  Canada. 

The  crop  of  corn  for  the  year  aggregated  1,489,970,000  bushels, 
or  622,922,000  bushels  less  than  for  1889.  Here  again  diminution 
in  production  inured  to  the  benefit  of  the  farmer,  bringing  to  his 
pocket  according  to  the  Government  Statistican  of  Agriculture 
$754,433,451.00,  but  in  reality  a  very  much  larger  sum  as,  after 
the  official  preliminary  estimate  was  made,  prices  materially 
advanced — probably  to  the  extent  of  $300,000,000,  showing  a  val- 
uation of  $1,000,000,000,  which  exceeds  that  for  any  year  of  the 
last  decade,  notwithstanding  the  volume  of  the  crop  is  the  smallest  of 
any  year  during  that  period.  It  is  the  product  of  the  cultivation  of 
71,970,763  acres,  and  constitutes  the  most  valuable  and  important 
of  the  grain  crops  of  the  country,  for  the  reason  that  it  finds  its 
almost  exclusive  sale  in  the  home  market,  and  is  food  for  man  and 
beast  in  a  country  where  hogs,  horses  and  cattle  are  raised  in 
enormous  numbers,  and  where  as  a  food  for  man  it  is  more  exten- 
sively used  than  in  any  other  land.  It  is  also  a  crop  that  is  cared 
for  and  handled  with  comparatively  small  expense. 

It  may,  moreover,  be  quickly  marketed,  either  at  points  of  pro- 
duction or  in  the  great  centers  of  commerce.  Its  adaptability  is 
varied,  and  altogether  in  a  marked  degree  it  enriches  our  commer- 
cial life.  From  the  great  and  teeming  corn  belt  it  feeds  transpor- 
tation lines  and  creates  a  constant  stream  of  traffic  to  all  parts  of 
the  Union,  stimulating  and  supporting  through  countless  ramifica- 
tions, business  in  all  departments. 

No  enterprise  or  business  projects  are  entered  into,  no  financial 
estimates  are  made,  without  a  special  and  studious  consideration  of 
the  value  and  extent  of  this  magnificent  crop.  Its  relation  to  rail- 
way stocks,  and  to  the  distribution  of  manufactured  goods  of  all 
kinds  is  most  intimate  and  important.  It  is  the  crop  which 
the  financier  and  the  merchant  most  thoughtfully  take  into  their 
calculations.     It  is  of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  whole  country. 
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and  acts  as  a  great  distributer  of  wealth,  and,   therefore,    in  a 
special  sense,  promotes  the  general  weal. 

As  already  intimated,  the  export  demand  of  this  cereal  is  limited, 
and  we  are  not  dependent  upon  foreign  markets  for  its  profitable 
disposal;  indeed,  we  are  wholly  indifferent  for  bids  for  its  sale  from 
across  the  water. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  we  exported  101,973,717  bushels, 
valued  at  $42,658,015,  the  largest  shipments  being  made  to  Eng- 
land, Ireland,  Germany  and  France  in  the  order  named.  To  those 
countries  we  sent  67,434,806  bushels.  This  demand,  upon  a  profit- 
able basis,  will  in  all  probability  increase  as  this  grain  becomes 
appreciated  in  the  light  of  an  economical  and  healthful  article  of 
food  for  man  and  beast.  It  is  growing  in  favor  in  the  Canadian 
provinces,  Denmark  and  Belgium,  as  it  is  especially  adapted  for 
food  in  cold  latitudes. 

Of  all  the  states,  Iowa  produced  the  greatest  quantity,  the  crop 
of  that  state  last  year  being  232,439,000  bushels. 

Illinois  and  Missouri  follow  next  in  order,  yielding  respect- 
tively  187,446,000  and  175,345,000  bushels. 

It  is  cultivated  in  all  our  states  and  territories,  though  it 
abounds  in  the  states  which  I  have  mentioned.  It  is  grown  through- 
out the  south,  the  great  state  of  Texas  producing  63,802,000 
bushels,  and  its  persistent  germination  occurs  even  in  the  sterile 
and  unwilling  soil  of  New  England.  Its  prolific  western  yield 
supplies  the  densely  populated  regions  of  the  east,  liberating  the 
eastern  farmer  from  his  poorly  requited  labor,  and  enabling  him  to 
turn  his  attention  to  merchandise  and  manufacturinsf.  Thus 
it  will  be  observed  that  this  is  truly  a  beneficent  production.  It 
brings  about  active  and  constant  exchanges  of  commodities,  putting 
in  operation,  under  peculiarly  fortunate  conditions,  from  one  end 
of  the  country  to  the  other,  the  essential  principle  of  commercial 
development;  for  it  is  a  rule  of  political  economy  that  industries 
be  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  each  can  do  that  which  he  can 
best  do,  and  thus  turn  the  aggregate  of  human  labor  and  talent 
to  the  largest  results. 
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Under  such  an  apportionment,  not  only  is  material  prosperity 
promoted,  but  the  sum  of  happiness  is  increased,  and  human  capacity 
is  stimulated  in  the  direction  of  the  highest  enlightenment. 
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The  crop  of  oats  aggregated  523,621,000  bushels,  produced  on 
26,431,369  acres,  valued  by  the  official  statistician  at  $222,000,000. 
It  is  likewise  true  of  this  crop,  as  of  the  crop  of  wheat  and  of  corn, 
that  in  consequence  of  enhanced  prices  which  have  obtained  since 
this  estimate  was  made,  its  value  far  exceeds  the  above  stated  amount. 

The  total  yield  of  this  crop  is  the  smallest  since  1882,  but  its 

value  is  the  largest  for  many  years.  Although  the  production  is 

more   than  225,000,000  bushels  less  than  for  1889,  its  value  is 
$50,000,000  greater. 

As  in  the  case  of  corn,  the  generous  soil  of  Iowa  leads  the  van, 
turning  out  71,397,000  bushels.  Then  comes  the  great  State  of 
Illinois  with  70,821,000  bushels,  followed  by  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Kansas,  Michigan,  the  Dakotas,  Missouri  and  Indiana,  as  the  chief 
oat  producing  States. 

This  crop,  in  the  determination  of  its  value,  is  closely  related 
to  the  corn  crop.  It  is  used  extensively,  and  is  constantly  growing 
in  favor,  as  a  palatable  and  nutritious  article  of  food  for  both  man 
and  beast.  It  is  almost  wholly  consumed  within  our  own  borders, 
and  is  to  the  horse  what  broad  is  to  man. 

13,692,776  bushels  were  required  to  fill  the  export  demand,  the 
larger  part  of  this  quantity  being  shipped  to  England  and  France. 
The  domestic  demand  is  one  of  great  uniformity,  and  a  paying 
market  is  daily  found  at  the  farmer's  door. 

In  the  midst  of  the  general  prosperity,  we  have  to  deplore  that 
great  suffering,  produced  by  severe  drought,  exists  in  some  parts 
of  Nebraska  and  the  Dakotas,  and  to  a  small  extent  in  Kansas  and 
Colorado.  Many  farmers  have  been  obliged  to  use  their  entire 
stock  of  grain  for  the  sustenance  of  their  families  and  of  their 
animals,  and  must  depend  upon  others  for  seed  grain  with  which  to 
start  anew.  In  some  Quarters  families  are  in  distress  from  an 
insufficient  supply  of  food  and  clothing,  and  at  times  are  driven  to 
direst  extremity.  Calls  for  aid  are  frequent  and  from  many  direc- 
tions, but  from  the  want  of  a  systematic  organization  are  necessarily 
ineffectual.  The  members  of  this  board  have  never  disregarded 
the  cry  of  distress,  but  have  been  perplexed  by  the  multiplicity  of 
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such  desultory  calls.  They  could  not  favorably  respond  to  one  and 
refuse  any,  when  all  were  deserving,  and  to  all  they  could  not  con- 
tribute. Some  organization  will  doubtless  be  formed  through 
which  substantial  aid  may  be  extended  and  funds  judiciously  dis- 
tributed, when  the  members  of  this  association  will  be  true  to  their 
history,  and  provide  for  those  in  want  with  an  unstinted  hand. 

The  number  of  farm  animals  as  estimated  by  tne  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  its  January  report  was  163,304,763,  valued  at 
$2,329,787,770.  This  statement  shows  a  decrease  in  numbers  of 
1,920,860,  and  in  valuation  of  $88,978,258  compared  with  the  cor- 
responding one  of  1889.  The  following  statement  shows  the  stock 
values  for  three  years :

The  following  are  the  chief  hog-producing  states  in  the  order  of 
their  production :  Iowa,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Texas,  Nebraska,  Kentucky  and  Arkansas. 

Texas  raised  more  sheep  than  any  other  state,  viz  :  4,990,272, 
valued  at  $7,601,682.  The  value  of  the  sheep  raised  in  the  state 
of  Ohio,  however,  is  greater  than  that  of  those  raised  in  any 
other  state,  being  $13,189,386. 

The  farm  value  of  horses  raised  in  Illinois  in  1890,  was 
$79,214,809;  in  Iowa,  $76,726,750;  in  Ohio,  $60,529,985  ;  in  Mis- 
souri, $46,573,503;  in  Texas,  $49,613,323;  in  New  York,  $59, 831,- 
051.  The  total  number  of  horses  raised  on  farms  in  1890,  was 
14,056,750,  and  the  average  price  was  $67  per  head. 

The  number  of  milch  cows  raised  on  farms  was  16,019,591, 
valued  at  $346,397,900;  the  number  of  oxen  and  other  cattle, 
56,875,648,  valued  at  $544,127,908.     The  average  price  of  farm

FOREIGN   COMMERCE. 

The  value  of  our  foreign  commerce,  including  imports,  exports 
and  in  transit  trade  of  merchandise,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  was 
$1,758,537,945,  showing  an  increase  of  $176,198,412  over  the  cor- 
responding statement  for  1889.  Our  exports  of  domestic  merchan- 
dise amounted  to  $845,293,828  in  value,  against  $730,282,609  in 
1889,  and  $683,282,102  in  1888.  Of  our  exports  74.51  per  cent, 
was  of  agricultural  product;  17.88  per  cent,  of  manufactured 
products,  and  the  balance,  excepting  .60  per  cent.,  products  of 
mining,  of  the  fisheries  and  of  the  forest.  The  increase  in  value 
of  our  exports  over  those  of  the  year  immediately  preceding,  was 
mainly  in  provisions,  breadstuffs,  animals,  unmanufactured  cotton, 
manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  and  vegetable  oils.  52.58  per  cent, 
in  value  of  our  domestic  exports  was  shipped  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  27.54  per  cent,  to  the  rest  of  Europe.  The  chief 
articles  in  the  list  of  our  exports,  were  cotton  and  its  manufactured 
products,  valued  at  $260,968,069  ;  breadstuffs,  valued  at  $154,- 
925,927;  provisions,  valued  at  $135,287,578,  and  animals  valued 
at  $33,638,128. 

The  year  of  our  largest  exports  of  breadstuffs  and  domestic 
products  was  1880,  when  they  were  valued  at  $288,036,835. 

The  value  of  our  exports  of  hog  product  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $85,281,174,  which  exceeds  that  for  any  year  since  1860,  except 
the  years  1881  and  1878. 

The  following  interesting  and  valuable  statement,  obtained  from 
the  Washington  Bureau  of  Statistics,  is  submitted,  showing  the 
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value  of  our  exports  of  provisions,  exhibiting  the  course  of  com- 
merce in  bacon  and  hams,  pork,  lard,  meat  and  dairy  products 
since  1860:

The  value  of  the  above  mentioned  articles,  exported  in  1890,  is 
greater  than  for  any  year  since  1881,  when  it  reached  $156,809,840. 

Our  exports  of  wheat  aggregated  54,387,767  bushels,  and  of 
wheat  flour  12,231,711  barrels,  against  46,414,129  bushels  and 
9,374,803  barrels  in  1889.  These  statements  apply  to  the  fiscal 
year. 

Our  imports  for  the  year  aggregated  $789,310,409,  against 
$745,131,652  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  an  increase  of  ^44,- 
178,757.  The  excess  of  exports  over  imports  amounted  to  $68,- 
518,275.  23.63  per  cent,  of  our  imports  came  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  12.52  per  cent,  from  Germany,  9.85  per  cent,  from 
France,  and  9.88  per  cent,  from  the  West  Indies. 

The  value  of  our  European  imports  was  $449,987,266,  against 
$403,421,058  in  1889.  Sugar,  coffee,  wool,  silk,  flax  and  kindred 
substances,  iron  and  steel,  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  cotton,  hides 
and  tobacco,  constitute  the  chief  articles  of  import. 
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Only  7. 09  per  cent,  of  our  foreign  commerce  was  transported 
in  American  steam  vessels,  and  5.38  per  cent,  in  American  sailing 
vessels  ;  foreign  steam  vessels  carried  72.09  per  cent,  and  foreign 
sailing  vessels  8.48  per  cent,  of  American  commerce. 

In  1856  the  National  ensign  floated  over  75  per  cent,  of  our 
foreign  commerce,  and  now  only  7.09  per  cent,  is  taken  by 
American  steamers.  The  sudden  and  rapid  decline  of  our  partici- 
pation in  the  ocean  carrying  trade  seems  not  to  have  given  our 
legislators  any  serious  concern,  nor  to  have  produced  any  deep 
impression  upon  the  country.  The  tonnage  of  imports  brought  in 
American  vessels  was  29,331,274  tons,  and  in  foreign  vessels 
106,084,200  tons.  The  value  of  our  foreign  commerce  carried  in 
cars  and  other  land  vehicles  during  the  last  fiscal  year  aggregated 
$73,571,263,  and  in  American  vessels  $202,451,086,  while  the 
value  of  that  commerce  carried  in  foreign  vessels,  reached  $1,371,- 
116,744,  showing  the  percentage  transported  in  American  vessels 
to  have  been  12.29  per  cent. 

It  is  a  mortification  that  with  all  that  the  United  States  con- 
tributes to  foreign  commerce  by  her  industries  and  her  enlighten- 
ment, we  apparently  have  not  the  semblance  of  a  desire  to  share 
in  the  emoluments  derived  from  the  transportation  of  merchandise 
upon  the  ocean.  The  national  pride  seems  not  to  be  humiliated 
as  it  beholds  floating  over  American  merchandise  a  foreign  flag. 
We  are  not  disturbed  that  the  American  sailor  is  disappearing 
from  shipboard,  and  have  no  ambition  to  revive  the  renown  of  a 
mercantile  marine  which  illumines  the  pages  of  American  history. 

The  people,  to  whose  enterprise,  industry  and  ingenuity  the 
country  is  indebted  for  its  commerce,  should  insist  that  the  banner 
of  the  Republic  be  flung  to  the  breeze  on  every  sea  and  in  every 
port  where  American  merchandise  is  found,  and  that  the  fruits  of 
American  labor  and  skill  be  no  longer  presided  over  by  alien  flags, 
or  guarded  by  foreign  seamen. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  number  of  immigrants  arrived  in  the  United  States  from 
countries  other  than  North  America  and  Mexico,  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  aggregated  455,302,  comprising  281,853  males  and 
173,449  females,  showing  an  increase  of  10,875  over  that  for  1889. 
A  detailed  statement  may  be  found  among  the  tabulated  statistics 
of  this  volume,  page  151. 
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The  increase  was  chiefly  from  Hungary  and  Italy. 

A  careful  study  of  this  movement,  and  an  attentive  reading  of 
the  many  admirable  consular  reports  upon  this  subject,  show  that 
immigration  of  the  lower  classes,  particularly  from  Italy,  Hungary 
and  Russia  is  increasing,  while  that  from  the  higher  classes  is 
decreasing.  There  was  a  time  when  the  stream  of  immigration 
flowed  from  the  best  sources.  Not  so  now  with  regard  to 
many  countries.  This  fact  has  arrested  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  thoughtful  citizen,  and  has  led  to  the  consideration  of 
its  effect  upon  the  happiness  and  stability  of  our  country,  where 
the  individual  is  endowed  with  kingly  prerogatives.  The  beggar, 
the  criminal,  the  contagious  diseased,  the  imbecile,  the  insane, 
the  degraded,  the  reckless  adventurer,  should  not  be  permitted 
to  land  upon  our  shores.  The  peace  and  good  order  of  American 
communities  must  not  be  endangered,  nor  our  physical  and 
mental  life  deteriorated  by  such  arrivals.  The  splendid  and  in- 
comparable privileges  of  American  citizenship  are  too  cheaply 
secured. 

The  welfare  of  the  country  demands  more  restrictive  measures 
than  the  present  laws  are  able  to  furnish.  Surgeon-General  Ham- 
mond in  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  says  that  of 
fifteen  insane  persons  and  eleven  idiots  that  were  reported  by  the 
medical  officer  in  New  York,  four  of  the  insane  and  all  of  the  idiots 
were  permitted  to  land.  Our  national  quarantine  system  has  proved 
effective  in  guarding  against  epidemic  diseases.  What  we  now 
want,  and  what  we  shall  have,  is  an  equally  effective  law  that  will 
shut  off  a  vicious,  a  criminal,  an  insane  and  an  idiotic  immigration. 

BUSINESS   FAILURES. 

The  total  number  of  business  failures  for  1890  was  10,673,  or 
1,046  less  than  for  1889.  The  sum  of  the  assets  has  increased 
more  than  the  sum  of  liabilities.  This  favorable  exhibit  is  ascribed 
to  the  uninterrupted  prosperity  of  the  first  half  of  the  year.  The 
promptness  with  which  the  financial  disaster  in  the  East  in  the 
month  of  November  was  checked,  must  be  ascribed  to  the  financial 
integrity  of  the  West.  Chicago  is  not  exposed  to  the  monetary 
fury  which  occasionally  rages  in  Wall  street ;  her  loans  are  made 
on  tangible  securities,  and  the  basis  of  our  financial  system  is  in 
the  great  crops  of  the  country,  for  which  there  is  always  a  market 
close  at  hand. 
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The  Baring  Brothers'  misfortune  made  no  serious  impression 
in  our  financial  circles,  and  securities  which  were  flung  upon  the 
New  York  market,  from  the  other  side,  did  not  materially  affect 
Chicago  or  the  West. 

Says  Bradstreefs:  "The  largest  number  of  failures,  among 
those  with  $100,000  and  more  liabilities,  was  among  private  and 
state  banks  and  bankers,  there  having  been  thirty-two  of  such 
failures  in  the  last  year,  with  nearly  $19,000,000  aggregate  liabil- 
ity. In  the  $100,000  liability  list  there  were  but  three  failures  in 
the  grain  business  in  the  entire  country." 

The  prominent  causes  of  business  failures  are  divided  by  Brad- 
streefs in  six  classes,  as  follows: 

I.  Incompetence. 

II.  Neglect  of  business. 

III.  Fraudulent  disposition  of  property. 

IV.  Disaster  (flood,  fire,  crop  failure,  commercial  crisis). 
Y.  Failure  of  others  (of  apparently  solvent  debtors). 

VI.  Special  or  undue  competition. 

It  appears  by  examination  of  the  causes  of  the  failures  of  1890, 
that  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  failures  in  this  country  (82.3  per 
cent.)  were  ascribable  to  incompetence,  inexperience  and  lack  of 
capital.  Of  the  10,673  failures,  4,052,  or  39  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number,  were  owing  to  a  lack  of  capital.  The  probabilities  are 
that  most  of  the  remaining  failures  arose  from  a  want  of  experi- 
ence or  of  fitness. 

These  facts  suggest  the  importance  of  establishing  in  this  coun- 
try a  system  of  education  for  the  preparation  of  young  men  for 
merchants.  Something  more  is  wanted  than  a  mere  knowledge  of 
bookkeeping,  of  a  system  of  computation,  or  of  an  acquaintance 
with  the  routine  of  banking.  There  is  no  institution  for  the  in- 
culcation of  the  principles  which  underlie  the  successful  conduct 
of  business,  for  observing  what  should  be  the  due  and  conservative 
proportion  of  capital  to  the  volume  of  business  transacted,  for 
acquiring  the  ability  and  knowledge  necessary  to  express  in  clearly- 
defined  language  statements,  agreements  and  contracts,  nor  for 
instruction  in  commercial  correspondence  in  order  that  it  may  be 
so  conducted  that  misunderstandings,  often  resulting  in  losses  and 
lawsuits,  may  not  arise.  The  doctrine  should  be  insisted  upon  that 
a  mutual  benefit  should  be  the  basis  of  all  mercantile  transactions. 
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In  this  country  merchants  too  often  stumble  along,  and  each 
generation  has  to  learn  for  itself  in  large  measure,  by  expensive 
and  oftentimes  disastrous  experience,  the  proper  methods  of 
transacting  and  conducting  business,  instead  of  garnering  what 
their  predecessors  in  mercantile  life  have  acquired,  thus  adding  to 
the  accumulation  of  approved  business  methods  and  principles. 
The  favorable  results  of  such  an  education  would  be  apparent  in 
all  the  activities  of  our  national  life. 

RAILROADS. 

The  total  mileage  of  railroads  in  the  United  States  is  167,741 
miles.  During  1890,  6,344.37  miles  were  constructed.  In  the 
south  Atlantic  group,  1,361.26;  in  the  southwestern,  1,031.92,  and 
in  the  northwestern,  1,047.13  miles.  In  the  New  England  group 
but  109.03  miles  were  laid.  During  1890  the  railroads  pa,id 
$255,423,695  m  interest  and  $107,366,727  in  dividends,  a  total  of 
$362,790,422  to  holders  of  their  stock  and  bonds.  In  1889  the 
interest  payments  amounted  to  $238,370,242,  and  the  dividend 
payments  to  $102,091,089,  a  total  of  $340,461,331.  The  interest 
payments  from  1882  to  1889,  inclusive,  ranged  from  4.35  per  cent, 
to  4.77  J3er  cent.,  and  the  dividend  payments  from  1.77  per  cent,  to 
2.71  per  cent.  The  present  capitalization  embraces  $3,400,000,000 
in  common  capital  stock,  $600,000,000  in  preferred  capital  stock 
$4,200,000,000  in  mortgage  bonds,  and  $300,000,000  incomes,  a 
total  of  $8,500,000,000. 

The  State  of  Illinois  contains  10,115  miles  of  railroad,  which 
exceeds  the  railroad  mileage  of  any  other  state. 

As  far  as  construction  goes,  the  country  has  had  about  time 
enough  to  grow  up  to  the  premature  mileage  of  1887.  In  that 
year  nearly  13,000  miles  were  added  to  the  railroad  system.  The 
three  years  following,  the  construction  averaged  less  than  half  that 
amount,  a  trifle  under  7,000  miles  in  1888,  over  5,000  in  1889,  and 
about  6,000  during  the  last  year.  The  construction  for  the  last 
three  years  has  been  where  it  was  needed  to  create  new  business. 

The  rates  for  traffic  have  been  constantly  reduced.  In  1887  the 
average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  were  1.034c.;  in  1888,  0.977c.; 
in  1889,  0.976c.  For  the  fiscal  year  of  the  railroad  companies 
which  as  a  rule  ends  on  June  30th,  the  figures  for  1890  will  prob- 
ably not  be  much  lower  than  for  1889.  For  the  last  half  of  the 
year  it  is  estimated  that  freight  has  been  carried  at  an  average  of 
about  9  mills  per  ton  per  mile. 
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CHICAGO. 

The  population  of  Chicago  is  1,208,669,  made  up  of  the  nation- 
alities stated  on  page  138,  and  has  increased  during  the  last  decade 
700,000.  It  is  the  second  city  on  the  continent  in  population,  and 
the  seventh  in  the  world. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  city  as  compared  with  other  chief 
cities  may  be  known  by  reference  to  the  following  statement  of  the 
annual  mortality  per  1,000  inhabitants :

During  the  year  11,608  buildings  were  constructed  in  Chicago, 
covering  a  frontage  of  266,284  feet,  at  a  cost  of  $47,322,100.  Two 
of  these  buildings  are  eighteen,  two  sixteen,  one  fourteen,  and 
five  eight  stories  high  ;  432,75  miles  of  sidewalks  were  laid  dur- 
ing the  year,  making  the  total  miles  of  sidewalks  in  the  city  2,537. 
The  number  of  miles  of  streets  improved  during  the  year  was 
108.38,  and  the  total  number  of  miles  of  paved  streets  is  669.64. 
The  total  miles  of  streets  paved  and  unpaved  is  2,235.71.  The 
area  of  Chicago  is  180.2  square  miles,  or  115,328  acres.  The  city 
has  a  river  frontage  of  forty-one  miles. 

The  park  and  boulevard  system  of  Chicago,  occupying  2,000 
acres,  is  the  most  extensive  of  any  city  in  the  world. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  amounts  to  $13,545,400. 

The  number  of  miles  of  railway  tributary  to  Chicago  east  and 
west  of  the  Missouri  river,  including  main  lines  and  branches,  is 
75,841,  and  the  number  of  miles  of  Eastern  and  Southern  roads 
finding  their  termini  in  this  city  is  10,642,  making  a  total  of  85,400 
miles  of  railway  connecting  Chicago  with  the  States  and  with  Can- 
ada and  Mexico. 

For  the  next  two  years,  at  least,  no  city  in  the  world  will  be 
more  closely  scrutinized  with  regard  to  its  municipal  management 
than  Chicago.  Visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  world  will  make 
careful  inquiry  concerning  our  facilities  for  travel  and  for  caring 
for  the  traveler.  Therefore,  no  expense  or  time  should  be  with- 
held to  deserve  most  favorable  comment,  and  to  secure  in  all 
respects  the  most  approved  accommodations  for  our  guests. 

The  receipts  at  the  Chicago  Post  Office  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $3,318,989.45,  the  expenses  to  $1,223,433.50,  showing  a  net  in- 
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come  of  $2,095,555.95.  The  number  of  letters  and  postal  cards 
distributed  during  the  year  was  205,088,976.  The  annual  state- 
ment of  the  very  efficient  postmaster,  Col.  Sexton,  may  be  found 
on  pages  104,  105  and  106  of  this  volume,  and  is  interestingly  sug- 
gestive to  those  who  would  study  the  evidences  of  the  intensity  of 
our  commercial  life. 

Of  the  newspapers  published  in  Chicago  there  are  24  dailies, 
260  weeklies,  36  semi-monthlies,  192  monthlies,  5  bi-monthlies  and 
14  quarterlies,  making  a  total  of  531  newspapers. 

By  the  Postmaster  General's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1889,  it  appears  that  the  quantity  of  newspapers  mailed 
by  publishers  at  the  Chicago  Post  Office  equaled  that  mailed  at 
Boston,  Cincinnati,  New  Orleans,  Buffalo  and  Baltimore  combined; 
or  at  St.  Louis,  Cincinnati,  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans  and  Balti- 
more combined,  and  also  at  Philadelphia,  New  Orleans,  Baltimore 
and  Cincinnati  combined,  amounting  to  20,000,000  pounds  of 
serial  matter. 

The  number  of  vessels  cleared  was  10,507,  and  arrived  10,547, 
representing  a  tonnage  of  10,288,918  tons. 

The  receipts  of  grain,  and  of  flour  in  its  grain  equivalent,  at 
Chicago  in  1890  aggregated  223,320,031  bushels,  exhibiting  an 
increase  of  39,756,823  bushels  over  like  receipts  in  1889,  which 
were  the  largest  then  recorded;  the  increase  consisting  of  11,467,- 
063  bushels  of  corn,  25,248,307  bushels  of  oats,  914,524  bushels 
of  rye  and  6,876,951  bushels  of  barley. 

There  were  268,113  cars  of  grain  inspected  in  this  market  dur- 
ing the  year,  and,  in  addition,  5,714,479  bushels  received  by  lake 
and  canal,  against  255,585  cars  and  2,714,436  bushels  inspected  in 
1889.  The  storage  capacity  of  our  grain  elevators  is  28,675,000 
bushels,  the  largest  grain  elevator  having  a  capacity  of  3,000,000 
bushels.  A  detailed  statement  of  grain  elevators  may  be  found  on 
page  34  of  this  report. 

The  shipments  of  flour  and  grain  were  also  large,  viz.:  204,- 
674,918  bushels.  Of  corn  we  shipped  90,574,379  bushels,  and  of 
oats  70,682,222  bushels. 

The  receipts  of  cured  meats  for  the  year  aggregated  300,198,- 
241  pounds,  and  279,307,936  pounds  for  1889,  against  146,728,592 
pounds  for  1888.     The  shipments  aggregated  823,801,460  pounds. 

The  receipts  of  lard  footed  up  147,475,267  pounds,  against 
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99,952,687  pounds  in  1889,  and  70,855,797  pounds  in  1888;  the 
shipments,  471,910,128  pounds. 

The  trade  in  dressed  beef  is  remarkable  and  exceptional ;  the 
receipts  aggregating  109,701,834  pounds  against  88,894,033  pounds 
received  in  1889.  This  is  but  a  partial  statement  of  the  volume  of 
this  industry.  The  shipments  for  the  year  aggregated  964, 134, 807 
pounds. 

As  indicating  the  thoroughness  with  which  this  industry  is  con- 
ducted, and  as  also  indicating  the  absolute  utilization  of  the  entire 
animal,  the  following  statement  is  submitted: 

KNUCKLE — (The  ends  of  bones)  Used  by  bone  burners  and  by 
bone  grinders. 

SKULL — Skull  bones.     (Ground  raw  bone.) 

JAW — Used  for  making  bone  black  for  refining  purposes,  and 
by  baking  powder  manufacturers. 

BLOOD — Principally  used  by  fertilizing  manufacturers. 

TANKAGE — Used  by  fertilizer  manufacturers. 

STEAM  BONE— Used  as  fertilizer. 

OX  GALL — For  medical  purposes. 

OX  GALL  BAG — Used  by  putty  manufacturers. 

BRAIN — Used  as  food  in  a  limited  way,  but  not  yet  brought 
to  full  value. 

NEATSFOOT  OIL— Used  by  harness-makers,  and  on  fine 
leather  as  a  superior  lubricator. 

TALLOW — Used  by  soap  makers  and  oil  refiners. 

BUTTERSTOCK  TALLOW— Used  in  the  manufacture  of 
lard  compound. 

OLEOMARGARINE  FATS— Used  in  making  oleomargarine. 

OLEO  STEARINE— Produced  in  making  oleo  fats.  Used  by 
lard  refiners,  etc.,  to  give  lard  compound  a  body. 

TALLOW  STEARINE— Is  produced  in  pressing  tallow  to 
make  tallow  oil  for  lubricating  purposes.  Is  used  by  soap  makers, 
tanners,  etc. 

HEART — For  sausage  makers.  Also  used  by  tanners  in  con- 
nection with  De  Grass  oil  in  finishing  the  face  of  the  leather. 

LIPS — For  sausage  makers. 

TRIPE — Put  up  plain  and  honeycombed  for  food. 

ROUND  GUTS— For  sausage  making. 

MIDDLES — For  sausage  casing. 

BUNGS — For  sausage  casing. 
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BUNG  GUT  SKIN— Used  by  gold  beaters.  - 

BLADDER — Used  by  putty  manufacturers  as  well  as  sausage 
makers. 

WEASAND — Used  by  sausage  makers,  snuff  manufacturers, 
as  well  as  by  beer  brewers. 

TAIL  (Hair) — Used  by  brush  manufacturers. 

HAIR  (from  Ear) — Mattress  makers. 

HORN  PITH— Glue  manufacturers. 

PATES — Used  by  glue  manufacturers. 

HORNS — Hair  pins  for  ladies,  combs,  buttons,  etc. 

HOOFS— Buttons. 

FLAT  SHINS— Used  by  bone  button  makers. 

ROUND  SHINS— Used  by  bone  cutters  for  aU  kinds  of  bone 
fancy  work. 

THIGH  BONES— Used  for  extra  fine  bone  work,  tooth  brush 
handles,  etc. 

BUTTOCK  BONES— Used  by  bone  cutters. 

SHOULDER  BONES— Used  for  common  bone  buttons,  etc. 

BLADE  BONES— Used  for  knife  handles  or  bone  work. 

CHEEK  MEAT— For  sausage  making. 

HEAD  MEAT — For  sausage  making. 

LIGHTS — For  sausage  making. 

TONGUE — Sold  green,  or  in  sweet  pickle  as  well  as  canned 
and  cooked. 

GLUE  WATER — (In  cooking  bones)  glue  water  is  produced 
and  saved. 

STICK — From  condensing  tank  water,  water  from  tankage 
presses,  used  as  an  ammoniate  for  fertilizer. 

TEETH — Ground  up  with  bone  for  bone  meal,  for  fertilizing 
purposes. 

CLEAN  HARD  BONES — Such  as  knuckle  bones,  jaw  bones, 
shoulder  bones  and  other  bones  of  like  character  are  also  used  by 
the  baking  powder  manufacturers.  They  calcine  the  bones,  taking 
out  all  the  impurities  as  well  as  ammonia,  etc.,  leaving  pure  phos- 
phate. Anhydrous  ammonia  is  used  for  the  production  of  ice  by 
ice  machines. 

No  country  or  section  can  successfully  compete  with  this  city 
in  the  prosecution  of  this  industry.  It  is  carried  on  with  nicest 
care  and  under  a  thorough  system  of  inspection,  and  places 
within  the  reach  of  all,  excellent  meat  food  at  a  moderate  cost. 
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Chicago  dressed  beef  is  found  in  every  market  of  the  world,  in  camp 
and  in  store.  The  total  exports  of  beef  products  from  the  United 
States    for    1890    aggregated    353,486,632    pounds,     valued    at 

$24,908,868. 

The  receipts  of  live  stock  for  1890  exceeded  like  receipts  for 
any  year  in  the  history  of  the  trade,  and  comprised  7,063,828 
hosfs,  3,484,280  cattle,  175,025  calves,  2,182,667  sheep,  and 
101,566  horses,  aggregating  13,607,366  animals,  valued  at  $231,- 
344,879,  against  11,057,170  animals  received  in  1889,  at  a  valua- 
tion of  $203,321,924.  The  increase  was  principally  in  hogs  and 
sheep.  The  valuation  of  our  receipts  of  live  stock  for  twenty-five 
years  amounts  to  $3,207,981,448. 

The  receipts  of  grass  seeds,  excluding  flax  seed  for  1890,  aggre- 
gated 72,086,100  pounds,  the  shipments  59,213,036  pounds. 

The  receipts  of  hides  aggregated  103,743,421  pounds,  and  ship- 
ments 199,083,622  pounds,  against  101,115,466  pounds  and  208,- 
811,869  pounds,  respectively,  in  1889. 

Of  lumber  we  received  1,941,392,000  feet,  and  shipped 
812,655,000  feet;  of  shingles  515,575,000  were  received,  and  108,- 
822,000  shipped. 

The  business  in  butter  for  the  year  is  indicated  by  140,548,850 
pounds  received,  and  156,688,837  pounds  shipped;  and  in  cheese, 
by  receipts  of  67,338,590,  and  shipments  53,829,885  pounds. 

The  business  in  eggs  exceeded  that  of  any  other  year;  the  re- 
ceipts amounted  to  33,393,810  dozen,  exceeding  those  of  the  year 
1889  by  3,140,550  dozen;  the  shipments  aggregated  25,300,950 
dozen . 

The  volume  of  speculative  business  in  grain  for  the  year  is  in- 
dicated by  the  clearances  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  Clearing 
House.  The  total  clearances  for  the  year  amounted  to  $86,627,- 
157.25,  against  $55,463,080.75  in  1889.  During  the  months  of 
May  and  August  the  heaviest  business  of  the  year  was  transacted. 

From  the  above  statement  somewhat  of  the  business  done  in 
farm  products  in  this  market  may  be  realized,  and  also  may  be 
understood  the  promptness  with  which  remittances  from  the  in- 
terior country  have  been  made  to  the  city  merchants.  A  careful 
reflection  upon  these  stupendous  figures  will  bring  before  the  mind 
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a  scene  of  intense  activity  in  all  departments  of  business,  and  accord 
to  the  business  of  this  board  a  most  important  position  in  the  com- 
mercial welfare. 

The  system,  with  all  its  safeguards,  by  which  the  great  crops  are 
moved  and  realized  upon,  and  by  which  a  ready  market  is  secured, 
regardless  of  the  volume  offered  and  without  depreciation  of  values, 
must  certainly  call  forth  nothing  less  than  admiration.  This  system 
which  has  created  a  constant  demand  from  the  great  grain  markets 
of  the  world,  prevents  congested  markets,  enabling  the  west  to 
send  her  grain  to  market  without  its  being  subject  to  the  limita- 
tations  which  the  consumptive  demand  would  impose.  It  permits 
the  agriculturist  to  sell  whenever  prompted  to  do  so,  either  by 
his  interest  or  necessity,  without  compelling  him  to  make  imme- 
diate shipment.  This  system  was  devised,  and  is  maintained,  in 
the  interest  of  the  farmer,  and  has  brought  into  existence  the  chief 
grain  markets  of  the  world;  without  it,  the  great  West  would  not 
have  been  developed,  and  the  trans-Mississippi  States  would  not 
have  been  formed.  It  provides  the  farming  communities  with 
ready  money,  which  in  turn  finds  its  way  through  the  country 
store,  to  merchants  in  great  centers  of  trade;  and,  more  than 
any  measure,  ke'eps  the  complex  machinery  of  business  in 
harmonious  activity.  To  withdraw  or  destroy  it  would  be 
fatal  to  the  success  of  the  grain  and  cotton  interests,  check  the 
circulation  of  money,  lead  to  selling  general  merchandise  on  long 
credit,  increase  business  hazards,  advance  rates  of  interest,  cripple 
enterprise  and  prepare  the  way  for  financial  disaster.  The  Butter- 
worth  bill  is  aimed  at  the  destruction  of  this  system.  Those  who 
advocate  its  adoption  are  unmindful  of  the  benefits  of  the  system 
which  it  condemns,  and  utterly  fail  to  comprehend  the  vital  relation 
which  exists  between  contracts  made  for  future  delivery  of  goods 
and  the  activity  and  growth  of  trade.  Should  this  measure  become 
a  law,  its  friends  would  be  the  first  to  cry  out  against  it,  and 
would  clamor  for  its  repeal. 

Upon  this  subject  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  board  adopted 
the  following  resolution :  " 

Besolved,  That  the  so-called  Butterworth  bill,  now  pending  in  Congress, 
is  emphatically  bad,  and  would  cause  irreparable  injury  to  the  business  and 
agricultural  interests  of  the  country. 
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This  resolution  was  introduced  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
National  Board  of  Trade,  and  adopted  by  that  body  without  a 
dissenting  vote. 

This  is  not  the  first  attempt  to  regulate  by  law  the  currents  of 
trade.  About  two  hundred  years  ago  Lord  Kenyon  held  that  buy- 
ing grain  and  breadstuff s,  and  holding  them  for  a  rise  for  specula- 
tive purposes,  was  against  public  policy  and  immoral,  and  he, 
therefore,  as  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  adjudged  all 
such  transactions  void. 

Says  an  eminent  legal  authority  :  "The  King's  Bench,  with 
"  all  its  judicial  terrors,  might  as  well  have  undertaken  to  change 
"  the  course  of  seasons  as  to  have  checked  enterprises  of  a  specula- 
"  tive  character  in  breadstuff s,  and  such  a  clamor  was  raised 
"  about  the  ears  of  Lord  Chief  Justice  Ken  von  that  it  was  not  long 
"before  his  decisions  were  relegated  to  the  limbo  of  overruled 
"  cases,  and  are  quoted  to-day,  not  as  authority,  but  as  demon- 
"  strating  how  far  and  how  absurdly  wrong  even  a  great  judge 
"  may  possibly  go." 

The  declared  objects  of  the  board  are  utterly  hostile  to  fictitious 
and  gambling  transactions  and  corners.  The  preamble  of  its  rules 
and  by-laws  expresses  the  general  objects  of  the  board  in  this  lan- 
guage :  "To  maintain  a  commercial  exchange  ;  to  promote  uni- 
formity in  the  customs  and  usages  of  merchants;  to  inculcate 
principles  of  justice  and  equity  in  trade ;  to  facilitate  the  speedy 
adjustment  of  business  disputes  ;  to  acquire  economic  informa- 
tion ;  and,  generally,  to  secure  to  its  members  the  benefits  of 
"  co-operation  in  the  furtherance  of  their  legitimate  pursuits.'' 

CHICAGO    PUBLIC   LIBRARY. 

Its  total  circulation  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1891,  was 
1,274,778  volumes;  18,057  volumes  were  added  to  the  library  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  422,629  periodicals  were  issued  in  its  reading 
room,  which  received  during  the  year  470,903  visitors ;  24,818 
males  and  17,986  females  hold  library  cards. 

By  recent  amendment  to  the  State  Library  Act  the  city  coun- 
cil is  empowered  to  levy,  for  a  period  of  five  consecutive  years,  a 
tax  for  library  purposes  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar  annually  on 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  the  city.      Under  this  act 
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the  city  council  on  March  26,  1891,  appropriated  $438,708  to  enable 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Public  Library  to  begin  the  erection 
of  a  permanent  home  for  the  library  in  Dearborn  Park,  permission 
to  occupy  the  park  having  been  given  by  the  council  in  March  of 
last  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  1894. 

The  annual  expense  of  operating  the  library,  including  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  periodicals,  binding,  etc.,  is  about  $100,000.  Its 
annual  average  growth  is  about  10,000  volumes. 

For  the  benefit  of  patrons  living  at  a  distance  from  the  main 
library,  and  in  the  recently  annexed  suburbs,  the  Board  has  estab- 
lished 24  delivery  stations  where  books  can  be  exchanged  and  de- 
livered free  of  charge.  Five  branch  reading  rooms  have  also  been 
established  since  January  1st.  In  these  rooms,  which  are  open  to 
the  public  every  day  in  the  year  from  9  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.,  are  to  be 
found  a  selection  of  the  best  periodicals  in  modern  languages.

The  Newberry  Library,  having  an  endowment  of  nearly  $3,000,- 
000,  is  erecting  a  library  building  in  the  north  division,  on  the 
Ogden  Block,  to  cost  from  $600,000  to  $1,000,000.  This  is  a 
reference  library,  and  temporarily  occupies  a  building  on  the 
corner  of  North  State  and  Oak  streets,  and  is  open  for  consultation 
both  day  and  evening. 
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The  late  John  Crerar,  who  was  a  member  of  this  board,  made 
princely  provision  in  his  will  for  a  library  upon  the  same  general 
plan  upon  which  the  Newberry  and  Astor  libraries  are  founded. 

The  Chicago  Historical  Society  has  a  library  of  16,000  volumes, 
40,000  pamphlets,  and  in  addition,  a  valuable  collection  of  manu- 
scripts and  portraits.  This  library  is  located  at  the  corner  of 
Dearborn  avenue  and  Ontario  street.  The  society  is  about  to 
erect  a  new  building,  from  a  liberal  fund  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

The  aggregate  capital  of  the  National  banks  in  this  city,  as  per 
official  returns  made  on  February  26th,  1891,  was  $17,646,645, 
and  their  surplus  funds  amounted  to  $10,272,579. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  State  banks  on  the  24th  of  December, 
1890,  amounted  to  $9, 252, 000,  and  their  surplus  funds  to  $5, 023, 123. 
Detailed  statements  of  both  of  these  institutions  may  be  found  on 
pages  102  and  103  of  this  report. 

WHEAT. 

The  wheat  market  throughout  the  j'ear  has  been  in  favorable 
contrast  with  that  of  the  preceding  years  of  the  last  decade,  and 
has  been  marked  by  a  healthful  tone.  The  trade  has  not  been 
handicapped  by  bucket  shops,  which  for  several  years  worked  in- 
calculable injury  to  the  business  of  this  board  as  well  as  to  that  of 
the  country  at  large.  That  pernicious  institution  was  by  your 
asfgressive  policy  undermined,  and  from  the  date  of  its  toppling, 
legitimate  business  revived,  prices  of  all  cereals  advanced,  and  the 
agriculturist  began,  and  has  continued,  to  reap  his  proper  reward. 
You  have  demonstrated  that  the  depreciation  of  the  markets,  of 
which  the  farmer  justly  complained,  and  out  of  which  was  born  the 
Butterworth  bill,  was  owing  to  bucket  shop  trading,  and  it  is  also 
demonstrated  that  this  board  confers  nothing  but  benefits  upon 
the  great  West,  and  upon  every  business  interest  throughout  the 
land. 

The  market  opened  at  from  77f  cents  to  78|^  cents  per  bushel, 
and  continued  with  slight  variations  until,  at  the  close  of  January, 
it  declined  to  74|^  cents.  During  the  month  of  February,  prices 
ranged  from  74^  cents  to  76^  cents.     There  was  nothing  during 
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these  months  that  imparted  any  well-detined  character  to  the  market, 
and  consequently  the  volume  of  trade  was  not  large. 

In  March,  confidence  in  higher  prices  became  apparent,  and  the 
foreign  situation,  together  with  unfavorable  weather  reports,  con- 
spired to  stimulate  purchasing.  In  the  beginning  of  the  month  sales 
were  made  at  7Q^  cents  per  bushel,  but  reached  80|^  cents  on  the 
24th,  indicating  that  the  general  situation  justified  the  expectation 
of  an  export  demand.  This  feeling  was  materially  strengthened  in 
April,  and  prices  advanced  during  the  month,  reaching  to  90  cents 
on  the  26th.  It  was  on  the  1st  of  this  month  that  the  board  aban- 
doned the  business  of  collecting  and  disseminating  its  quotations, 
removing  all  telegraphic  instruments  and  appliances  from  the  ex- 
change room,  and  staggered  the  bucket  shops  by  a  blow  from 
which  they  will  never  recover. 

The  business  of  the  board  from  this  dav  resumed  its  unhindered 
salutary  sway.  The  May  market  opened  at  90  cents,  and  before  the 
close  of  the  first  day  rapidly  reached  94  cents.  Under  the  influence  of 
strong  speculative  demand  and  of  an  export  movement,  together 
with  reports  of  d^-y  weather,  prices  quickly  climbed  to  $1.00  per 
bushel  on  the  3d  of  that  month.  This  was  followed  by  copious 
rains  and  some  free  selling  on  the  part  of  those  who  held  supplies 
at  low  prices  which  prevailed  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  From 
this  point,  prices  declined  steadily  during  the  mouth,  the  quota- 
tions being  on  the  31st  from  89f  to  93  cents  per  bushel. 

During  the  month  of  June,  prices  ranged  from  84  to  93^  cents. 
July  brought  a  better  demand  as  a  result  of  damage  to  the  crops 
in  the  Northwest;  then  came  serious  weather  condition  in  Europe, 
and  the  July  market  was  an  advancing  one,  ranging  from  85|^  to 
94  cents  per  bushel.  Unfavorable  reports  of  weather  continued, 
and  the  market  during  August  was  one  of  increased  activity. 
Foreign  advices  imparted  added  strength,  and  sales  for  the  month 
ranged  from  89|-  cents  to  $1.07f  per  bushel.  From  the  27th  a 
reaction  took  place,  caused  by  the  belief  that  the  world's  supply  of 
wheat  was  larger  than  it  was  estimated  to  be  earlier  in  the  month. 
This  conviction  gained  ground,  and  in  September,  prices  declined. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  month  the  market  was  fairly  steady, 
but  later,  financial  disturbances  in  the  East  brought  about  a  further 
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shrinkage  in  values,  and  on  the  30th  sales  were  made  at  from 
95f  to  97i  cents,  declining  from  $1.04f  per  bushel  on  the  12th. 

Sales  in  October  ranged  from  96^  cents  to  $1.02|^.  November 
trading  did  not  sustain  the  position  taken  in  the  previous  month, 
and  a  combination  of  causes,  chief  among  which  was  a  nervous 
financial  market,  caused  a  decline  to  87|^  cents  on  the  19th.  The 
closing  prices,  however,  for  the  month  were  92  to  93  cents. 

December  sales  fluctuated  between  87^  and  93f  cents  per 
bushel. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  aggregated  14,248,770  bushels,  and 
shipments  11,975,276  bushels,  against  18,762,646  and  16,138,825 
bushels,  respectively,  for  1889.  The  receipts  for  the  crop  year  end- 
ing July  31st  aggregated  19,445,614  bushels,  and  including  flour 
in  its  wheat  equivalent,  40,976,726  bushels.

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CORN. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  aggregated  91,387,T54  bushels, 
against  79,920,691  bushels  for  the  year  1889,  and  74,208,908  bu- 
shels for  1888;  and  the  shipments  90,574,379  bushels  against 
83,861,818  bushels  for  1889,  and  69,522,565  bushels  for  1888. 
On  page  18  may  be  found  a  statement  of  corn  receipts  each  year 
for  a  period  of  thirty-eight  years,  by  which  it  may  be  seen  that, 
with  the  exception  of  the  year  1880,  the  receipts  for  the  past  year 
were  the  largest  ever  recorded. 

The  quality  of  corn  received  was  exceptionally  good;  of  139,074 
cars  of  corn  inspected,  only  14,869  cars  inspected  below  No.  3 
grade.  Of  the  quantity  inspected,  received  by  lake  and  canal, 
137,598  bushels  out  of  3,607,492  bushels  inspected  No.  4.  On  page 
19  may  be  found  a  statement  of  the  shipments  of  com  from  Chi- 
cago each  year  for  fifty-three  years,  ending  with  the  year  1890. 

The  course  of  the  market  on  this  grain  has  been  an  upward 
one,  and  revealed  the  fact  that  the  crop  was  far  below  that  of 
1889,  and  the  further  fact  of  the  urgency  and  constancy  of  the 
demand.  During  January,  prices  were  low,  and  the  attitude  of  the 
trade  was  quite  an  indifferent  one.  Quotations  ranged  from  28f  to 
29|  cents  per  bushel.  The  prices  which  prevailed  during  the 
earlier  months  of  the  year,  are  accounted  for  by  the  very  large  crop 
of  1889,  about  970,000,000  bushels  of  which,  in  the  month  of 
March,  was  estimated  to  be  in  farmers'  hands. 

As  the  season  advanced,  fears  were  entertained  that  the  crop 
would  be  substantially  less  than  was  the  last  one,  and  that  impres- 
sion gradually  ripened  into  a  conviction.  This  was  reflected  in 
April  sales,  when  the  market  reached  33|^  cents.  May  exhibited 
more  firmness,  showing  improved  prices;  during  this  month  a 
strong  market  and  a  steady  demand  were  developed  at  about  34 
cents.  In  July  more  or  less  uncertainty  existed,  though  at  the 
close  of  that  month  sales  were  effected  at  46^  cents.  A  pronounced 
conviction  that  prices  would  be  higher  pervaded  the  market  in 
August,  and  a  lively  inquiry  forced  quotations  up  to  50^  cents  on 
the  11th  of  that  month.  This  conviction  was  created  by  hot  and 
dry  weather  in  the  corn  belt.  The  rains  which  followed  induced 
many  to  realize,  and  had  their  effect  upon  the  September  market. 
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During  that  month  the  market  ranged  from  45  to  50|-  cents,  and 
closed  at  about  48  cents.  October  brought  an  improvement,  when 
54|^  cents  per  bushel  was  obtained.  This  price  was,  however,  not 
maintained  in  the  succeeding  month,  prices  then  varying  from  48 
to  54J  cents,  closing  on  the  last  day  of  November  at  from  49f  to 
5 If  cents  per  bushel.  The  December  market  was  uncertain  and 
sluggish,  which  brought  about  a  loss  of  confidence,  and  the  year 
closed  with  sales  at  49f  cents,  being  20  cents  higher  than  the  open- 
ing price  of  the  year.

OATS. 


The  receipts  of  oats  for  the  j'ear  aggregated  75,150,247  bush- 
els, and  the  shipments  70,768,222  bushels,  as  against  49,901,942 
bushels  and  50,471,836  bushels,  respectively,  in  1889,  both  receipts 
and  shipments  very  greatly  exceeding  those  for  any  other  year. 
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as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  tabulated  statements  on  pages  18 
and  19. 

The  quantity  in  store  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  1,707,633 
bushels,  against  3,456,923  at  the  corresponding  time  in  1889.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  there  were  in  store  342,761  bushels. 

The  market  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  felt  the  effect 
of  the  large  crop  of  1889,  and  prices  were  very  much  depressed, 
especially  in  the  month  of  February,  when  sales  were  made  at  19^ 
cents  per  bushel.  From  the  first  of  March,  the  market  exhibited  con- 
stant accessions  of  strength,  induced  by  prospects  that  the  coming 
crop  would  prove  of  inferior  quality,  and  by  the  manifestation  of  a 
strong  desire  to  secure  and  store  large  supplies  of  the  crop  of  1889. 
The  movement,  however,  was  a  cautious  one,  as  the  trade  had  for  so 
long  a  time  been  accustomed  to  low  prices  that  it  reluctantly  recog- 
nized the  necessity  for  paying  advanced  prices,  notwithstanding  such 
prices  were  warranted  by  the  situation.  In  the  months  of  March, 
April  and  May  the  demand  increased  with  unusual  steadiness,  prices 
advancing  with  mafkcd  uniformity  up  to  30  cents  per  bushel  during 
the  latter  portion  of  the  month.  In  June,  a  natural  reaction  set  in> 
and  throughout  that  month  sales  ranged  from  26|^  to  29  cents  per 
bushel.  This  decline  was  temporary,  for  reports  of  damage  to  the 
crop  continued,  and  fears  that  it  would  prove  materially  less  in  vol- 
ume than  the  crop  of  1889  were  more  than  substantiated.  Early  in 
that  month  these  fears  found  tangible  expression  in  an  active  and  de. 
termined  demand,  and  sales  were  made  in  its  closing  days  at  34|^  cents. 
August  brought  additional  strength  in  favor  of  both  a  speculative  and 
spot  demand,  advancing  prices  even  to  40|:  cents  per  bushel.  In 
September,  succeeding  so  intense  and  cumulative  a  demand  as 
characterized  the  August  market,  prices  receded  to  such  an  extent 
that  for  a  few  davs  sales  were  made  at  35  cents.  In  October,  con- 
fidence  in  higher  prices  reasserted  itself,  and  cash  oats  sold  at  44|^ 
cents  per  bushel.  November  prices  ranged  from  40|^  to  44^  cents, 
closing  at  AS>\  cents.  In  December,  trade  was  restricted  to  current 
wants,  the  market  having  advanced  so  much  that  there  was  small 
inducement  to  buy  on  speculation.

The  average  oat  crop  of  the  w^orld  is  2,281,485,000  bushels. 
Of  this  amount  Eussia  annually  contributes  568,000,000  bushels; 
Germany,  292,000,000  bushels;  France,  257,685,000  bushels;  the 
United  Kingdom,  160,000,000  bushels;  Austro-Hungary,  148,- 
150,000  bushels;  United  States,  584,396,000  bushels;  and  Canada, 
66,000,000  bushels. 

RYE. 

The  number  of  bushels  of  rye  received  during  the  year  was 
8,520,508,  against  2,605,984  bushels  received  during  1889.  The 
receipts  of  this  grain  at  Chicago  very  largely  exceed  those  at  any 
other  Western  market.  The  shipments  for  the  year  aggregated 
3,280,433  bushels,  against  2,801,366  bushels  in  1889.  The  quan- 
tity in  store  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  486,712  bushels,  and 
at  its  close  201,536  bushels,  against  796,473  bushels  and  458,119 
bushels,  respectively,  in  1889.     The  market  has  been  a  favorable 
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one,  brought  about  by  short  crops  abroad,  stimulating  exports 
early  in  the  year,  and  subsequently  by  strong  wheat  and  corn 
markets;  also  by  the  full  maintenance  of  the  distilling  demand, 
which  tffe  year  before  was  largely  increased.  The  quality  was  also 
in  favor  of  a  good  market,  3,422  cars  inspecting  No.  2  grade,  out 
of  a  total  of  4,533  cars  received  during  the  year.  This  is  beyond 
doubt  the  best  market  for  the  sale  of  rye,  as  its  conditions  and  facil- 
ities guarantee  prompt  and  most  favorable  sale.  The  standard  of 
inspection  of  this  grain  bears  a  very  judicious  relation  to  the 
character  of  the  crop,  as  well  as  to  the  interests  of  purchasers. 

Prices  opened  at  44|^  cents  per  bushel,  and  continued  through- 
out the  month  of  January  without  material  change.  In  February 
the  market  declined,  and  for  that  month  and  March,  sales  were 
made  at  a  slight  variation  from  42|^  cents.  April  brought  a  strong 
and  brisk  demand,  advancing  prices  on  the  last  of  that  month  to 
50  cents  per  bushel;  the  improvement  in  prices  continued  through 
the  month  of  May,  reaching  54  cents.  In  June,  however,  the 
advance  was  checked  and  prices  declined  7  cents  per  bushel.  With 
July  came  a  restored  confidence,  reinstating  before  its  close  the 
firmness  which  prevailed  in  May.  Sales  were  made  on  the  29  th  of 
July  at  58  centa  per  bushel.  The  August  business  in  this  grain 
continued  to  favor  the  seller,  and  before  the  close  of  that  month 
67  cents  was  quoted  for  No.  2  cash  rye.  The  September  trade 
was  rather  reactionary,  the  high  prices  obtained  cooling  the  specu- 
lative ardor  in  the  absence  of  any  new  features  of  the  market;  but 
in  October  an  active  demand  came,  and  sales  were  made  as  high 
as  67  cents.  This  demand  was  sustained  in  November,  carrying 
prices  up  to  69^  cents,  and  during  the  last  month  of  the  year 
inquiry  and  firmness  were  unabated,  and  10^  cents  per  bushel  was 
paid  for  cash  rye,  the  highest  price  at  which  rye  has  sold  in  this 
market  since  1885. 

BARLEY. 

The  opening  of  the  year  gave  but  small  hope  of  a  profitable 
season  in  this  trade,  owing  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  crop  of  1889. 
The  prevalence  of  inferior  grades  exercised  a  depressing  influence, 
and  many  samples  were  sold  at  prices  which  were  absolutely  dis- 
couraging to  consignors,  and  yet  no  alternative  was  presented. 
Maltsters  necessarily  restricted  their  purchases,  as  little  was  offered 
on  the  market  adapted  to  their  wants.     Hence,  much  was  used  for 
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screenings,  and  for  mixing  with  oats,  in  order  to  depreciate  the 
value  of  the  latter,  by  which  a  profit  could  be  made  in  filling 
orders  for  Eastern  and  Southern  account.  As  the  season  advanced, 
all  expectation  of  a  satisfactory  business  in  handling  the  old  crop 
was  abandoned,  and  the  trade  turned  its  attention  to  the  new  crop 
for  the  revival  of  business  in  this  grain. 

During  January  about  1,500  cars  were  received,  the  major 
portion  of  which  inspected  No.  3.  In  June,  900  cars  arrived,  and 
in  July  75  cars,  indicating  that  the  1889  crop  was  practically  dis- 
posed of.  On  account  of  the  extreme  standard  established  for  the 
grade  of  No.  2,  there  was  no  speculative  character  to  this  market, 
the  receipts  being  sold  by  sample  according  to  their  intrinsic  merits. 
On  the  old  crop,  sales  were  made  as  to  quality,  from  24  to  57  cents 
per  bushel  for  No.  3. 

As  the  summer  approached,  firmness  was  imparted  to  the 
market,  as  it  became  evident  that  the  supply  was  about  exhausted, 
and  that  the  new  crop  would  not  furnish  a  large  proportion  of  the 
better  qualities ;  it  turned  out,  however,  of  good  quality,  though 
not  sufficiently  so  to  warrant  any  considerable  quantity  being 
inspected  No.  2.  The  market  for  No.  2  opened  on  June  2-J:th  at 
65  cents  for  September  delivery,  advancing  by  the  middle  of  July 
to  70  cents. 

The  first  arrivals  of  the  new  crop  came  on  July  19  th,  and  sold 
at  65  to  68  cents  cash,  but  towards  the  close  of  that  month 
receded  to  64  cents.  In  the  latter  part  of  August,  80  cents  per 
bushel  was  realized,  and  maintained  until  the  middle  of  the 
month  immediately  succeeding.  During  October,  No.  2  cash 
ranged  from  73  to  78  cents,  closing  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
at  the  higher  quotation. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October,  the  receipts 
amounted  to  about  100  cars,  and  were  accompanied  by  a  good 
demand  arising  from  the  East,  induced  partly  by  shortage  in  the 
New  York  crop,  and  partly  by  the  passage  of  the  McKinley  bill, 
shutting  out  the  Canadian  production  which  heretofore  had,  to  a 
great  extent,  supplied  the  New  York  maltsters. 

The  quantity  in  store  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  168,041 
bushels,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  190,026  bushels.  The 
largest  quantity  in  store  during  the  year  was  on  the  2 2d  of 
November,  viz:  552,239  bushels. 
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The  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  20,087  cars.  The 
average  price  for  the  year  exceeded  that  for  the  year  1889  about 
one  cent  per  bushel,  being  about  56  cents.  This  price  was  18  cents 
a  bushel  fess  than  the  corresponding  one  for  1888.  The  receipts 
in  bushels  amounted  to  19,401,489,  the  larger  part  coming  via  the 
Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway.  The  city  consumption  of  this 
grain  is  larger  than  that  of  any  other  cereal. 

This  is  the  most  valuable  market  presented  for  the  disposal  of 
this  grain.  It  is  sold,  to  quite  an  extent,  independently  of  the 
grade  placed  upon  it  by  the  inspection  department.  All  samples 
are  very  closely  scrutinized  by  both  seller  and  buyer,  and  are 
handled  by  those  who,  by  long  experience,  are  peculiarly  fitted  to 
rightly  discriminate  in  regard  to  quality.  In  this  way  the  grain 
is  sold  according  to  its  merits,  and  shippers  receive  the  prices 
which  the  quality  of  their  shipments  warrants.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  the  shipments  from  this  market  are  used  in  filling  orders 
from  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  the  trade  is  conducted  only 
by  those  who  are  intimately  acquainted  with  the  grain,  and 
qualified  by  long  experience  to  handle  it  with  satisfaction  to  all 
concerned. 

The  world's  supply  of  barley  is  estimated  at  825,000,000 
bushels;  of  this  amount  Europe  produced  from  630,000,000  to 
650,000,000  bushels,  valued  at  160,000,000  pounds  sterling.

FLOUR. 

Merchants  in  this  article  conduct  their  business  with  special 
care,  and  dispose  of  their  holdings  comparatively  uninfluenced  by 
any  speculative  features.  As  in  former  years,  a  large  volume  of 
their  transactions  was  made  with  millers  for  direct  shipments,  both 
for  export  and  for  home  consumption,  statements  of  which  do  not 
appear  in  the  statistics  of  this  market. 

The  movement  for  the  year  was  in  excess  of  that  for  1889,  which 
is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  growth  of  the  city's  population.  The 
quality  of  this  article  has  been  generally  good,  therefore  dealers  have 
not  been  annoyed  by  complaints,  nor  adjustments  which  during  some 
seasons  have  made  inroads  upon  their  profits.  The  demand  for 
choice  qualities  of  flour  has  been  well  sustained  throughout  the 
year,  while  that  for  lower  grades  has  been  limited  and  spasmodic. 
The  perfection  of  milling  machinery  and  competition  among  millers 
have  resulted  in  producing  large  quantities  of  flour  of  a  superior 
grade,  which  has  found  a  ready  sale  among  all  classes  of  people. 
Those  of  small  means  and  day  laborers,  in  common  with  the  rich 
and  well-to-do,  demand  bread  made  from  the  choicest  wheat. 
Flour  of  ordinary  qualities  has  been,  perforce,  sold  at  very  low 
prices,  and  found  its  chief  market  in  foreign  countries,  where  the 
masses  are  not  accustomed  to  bread  of  the  finest  grade. 

The  lowest  prices  of  the  year  were  in  January,  winter  patents 
selling  at  $4.00  to  $4.35,  and  spring  patents  at  from  $4.25  to  $4.75 
per  196  lbs.;  hard  wheat  and  bakers'  flour  were  sold  at  from 
$2.85  to  $3.25  ;  while  "red  dog"  (so  named,  probably,  to  indicate 
rather  a  despised  grade  of  flour),  brought  only  $1.90  to  $1.93|^ 
per  barrel. 

The  foreign  demand  continued  through  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  and  a  trade  of  fair  and  profitable  proportions  characterized 
its  closing  months.  The  receipts  for  the  year  aggregated  4,358,058 
barrels,  and  shipments  4,134,586  barrels,  against  4,410,535  and 
3,916,454  barrels,  respectively,  for  1889. 

The  number  of  barrels  of  flour  exported  from  the  United 
States  during  the  fiscal  year,  amounted  to  12,231,711  barrels, 
against  9,374,803  barrels  in  the  year  1889,  of  which  4,307,823 
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were  shipped  to  England,  2,219,673  to  Scotland,  896,492  to  Ireland, 
687,342  to  Brazil  and  497,697  barrels  to  Hong  Kong. 

The  total  value  of  exports  for  the  year  amounted  to  $57,026,168. 
Under  the  benign  policy  of  the  government,  inaugurated  with  the 
South  and  Central  American  republics,  our  exportation  of  flour  to 
those  countries  must  largely  increase,  thus  benefiting  in  a  marked 
degree  the  farmer,  upon  whose  prosperity  so  many  interests  depend. 
An  ordinary  advance  in  wheat  has  little  effect  upon  this  market 
beyond  stimulating  a  slightly  increased  inquiry. 

No  special  change  was  observed  in  this  trade  until  April,  when 
the  general  advance,  which  was  simultaneous  with  the  blow  dealt 
to  bucket  shops,  took  place.  In  the  middle  of  that  month  prices 
improved  about  50  cents  per  barrel  on  the  best  grades,  and  pro- 
portionately on  the  others.  This  came  when  the  local  dealers  were 
carrying  small  stocks,  forcing  them  daily  to  enter  the  market; 
whereupon,  sustained  by  an  advancing  wheat  market,  millers  con- 
tinued to  advance  prices.  The  demand  was  such  that  millers  found 
it  difficult  to  secure  their  wheat  requirements. 

Additional  strength  was  given  to  the  market  by  the  revival  of 
an  export  demand.  Early  in  May,  winter  wheat  patents  sold  at 
from  $4.35  to  $4.75  per  barrel,  and  "  straights "  from  |4.10  to 
$4.50;  spring  patents  commanded  from  $4.75  to  $5.25,  and 
"  straights  "  from  $3.50  to  $4.50  per  barrel,  while  a  good  business 
was  done  in  the  lower  grades  at  from  $3.15  to  $3.65  per  barrel, 
and  in  the  very  inferior  qualities  at  $1.30  to  $2.15,  including  the 
grade  designated  as  "red  dog." 

With  characteristic  caution  the  local  trade  refused  to  stock  up 
freely,  fearing  a  reaction  in  prices.  Notwithstanding,  winter 
patents  by  the  last  of  May  advanced  to  $4.75  to  $5.25  per  barrel; 
this  point  was  attained  by  a  depletion  of  stocks  of  winter  wheat. 
A  weak  feeling  was  developed  in  June,  and  prices  fell  about 
35  cents  per  barrel ;  this,  with  lower  freight  rates,  brought  about 
a  foreign  demand.  In  July,  values  recovered,  and  prices  were 
25  cents  per  barrel  higher,  sustained  by  a  local  demand  of  more 
or  less  determination.  These  features  carried  the  market  still 
higher,  and  in  August,  sales  were  made  of  winter  patents,  at  from 
$5.10  to  $5.50  per  barrel.  The  old-time  despondency  vanished, 
and  the  flour  trade  was  thoroughly  inoculated  with  the  impulse 
which  pervaded  all  markets. 
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In  September,  exporters  again  appeared,  as  stocks  abroad 
were  getting  small ;  this  demand  received  a  stimulus  by  a  decline 
of  about  20  cents  per  barrel  during  the  latter  part  of  that  month, 
resulting  in  large  sales  direct  from  Northwestern  millers. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  year  sales  were  made  at  from 
$4.90  to  $5.50  for  the  better  grades,  closing  at  from  $4.80  to  $5.00 
for  winter  patents,  and  from  $3.85  to  $4.60  for  winter  "  straights.'' 

HAY. 

The  business  in  hay  was  a  satisfactory  one  throughout  the  year, 
and  exhibited  an  increase  in  volume  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 
Nearly  all  of  the  shipments  to  this  market  were  sold  here,  instead 
of  passing  through  under  contract  to  Eastern  points,  as  wau  the  case 
the  year  before.  The  crop  was  not  only  abundant  but  so  uni- 
formly distributed  that  it  was  consumed,  to  an  unusual  extent,  in 
the  sections  where  it  was  grown,  and  surplus  supplies  were  absorbed 
in  those  centers  most  conveniently  and  economically  accessible. 

In  the  opening  of  the  year  the  demand  was  a  ready  one,  as  in 
addition  to  local  requirements  we  had  a  good  trade  with  the  South, 
where  the  1889  crop  was  a  partial  failure.  The  crop  of  timothy 
hay  was  larger  and  the  quality  superior  to  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  Western  yield  of  prairie  hay  was  liberal,  except  in  the 
southern  and  eastern  portions  of  Iowa.  Of  the  new  crop,  most  of 
the  arrivals  came  from  Iowa,  and  from  the  old  crop  large  ship- 
ments were  made  from  Kansas.  This  market  is  a  constantly 
increasing  one  for  the  sale  of  prairie  hay. 

The  total  crop  for  the  year  is  estimated  at  45,000,000  tons, 
exceeding  in  value  the  wheat  crop.  The  value  of  the  hay  sold  in 
Chicago  during  the  year  is  estimated  at  from  $2,000,000  to  $2,225,- 
000.  A  statement  showing  the  prices  which  prevailed  throughout 
the  year  may  be  found  on  page  91. 

No.  1  timothy  sold  from  $8.25  to  $14.00  per  ton;  No.  2  from 
$7.00  to  $11.00.  Upland  prairie  from  $3.50  to  $16.00  The  latter 
price  represents  very  choice  Illinois  in  most  approved  packing. 

SEEDS. 

The  receipts  of  all  kinds  of  grass  seeds  for  the  year,  aggregated 
72,086,100  pounds,  against  84,599,331  pounds  in  1889;  the  ship- 
ments amounted  to  59,213,036  pounds,  against  84,961,097  pounds 
in  1889.  The  course  of  prices  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  page 
87.     Timothy  seed  opened  at  from  $1.23  to  $1.25  per  bushel  for 
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fair  to  prime,  reaching  to  $1.30  on  the  last  of  January;  this  figure, 
however,  was  not  sustained,  and  February  prices  ruled  from  $1.2 J: 
to  $1.27^  per  bushel.  In  March,  prices  again  declined  so  that  sales 
were  «iade  at  $1.18,  but  as  it  became  apparent  that  the  heavy  stock 
with  which  the  year  begun  had  become  very  materially  reduced, 
the  market  recovered  somewhat,  and  April  sales  were  made  at  from 
$1.20  to  $1.33  per  bushel. 

In  May,  prices  were  steady;  the  attitude  being  a  waiting  one, 
recorded  but  little  change  in  sales.  In  June,  the  impression  that 
the  stock  was  largely  reduced  was  strengthened  into  a  conviction, 
and  prices  went  up  to  $1.42  per  bushel.  The  trade  in  July  was 
firm,  deriving  its  support  from  reports  of  dry  weather,  fears  of  a 
short  crop  and  an  export  demand.  This  state  of  the  market  was 
prolonged  into  August,  when  $1.45  was  realized. 

From  this  point  prices  fell  off,  occasioned  by  a  sensible  decrease 
in  the  home  demand.  It  then  became  evident  that  the  yield 
throughout  the  East  was  exceedingly  large,  resulting  in  a  surplus 
supply  in  sections  which  heretofore  had  been  obliged  to  purchase  in 
order  to  provide  for  their  wants.  Following  these  features  of  the 
market,  came  liberal  receipts,  which  brought  about  a  decline  to 
^1.17  per  bushel  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  quality  of  the 
crop  was  superior  to  that  of  1889.  Many  of  the  consign- 
ments were  carelessly  prepared  for  market,  with  respect  to  the 
classification  of  grade.  During  the  summer  and  early  autumn  the 
market  Avas  enlivened  by  quite  a  speculative  trade,  and  less  diffi- 
culty was  experienced  in  adjusting  contracts  than  in  former  years, 
owing  to  the  services  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  on  Seeds,  which 
committee  was  created  bv  the  Board  of  Directors  to  meet  a  longf- 
felt  Avant. 

There  is  no  market  in  the  country  where  better  facilities  are 
enjoyed  for  judiciously  handling  seed  than  Chicago.  The  houses 
which  transact  this  business  devote  themselves  to  its  prosecution 
almost  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  interests.  Every  lot  is  most 
carefully  inspected  and  sampled,  and  is  disposed  of  according  to  its 
worth.  The  importance  of  its  being  properly  cleaned  and  assorted, 
preparatory  to  shipment  from  the  country,  cannot  be  too  stronglj^ 
emphasized. 

CLOVER  SEED. 

There  was  no  continued  animation  in  this  trade  during  the  year, 
as  any  well  defined  features  of  the  market  were  w^anting.     The 
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export  demand  was  much  less  than  the  year  before,  and  decided 
apathy  settled  down  upon  the  local  trade.  Prices  ruled  even  lower 
than  during  the  previous  year,  when  they  were  unusually  depressed. 
January  prices  ranged  from  $3.40  to  $3.50  per  bushel,  remaining 
without  material  change  during  the  following  month.  In  March, 
prices  declined  to  $3.00  per  bushel.  At  this  point  a  demand  arose 
induced  by  the  decline,  producing  in  April  an  advance  of  about  20 
cents  per  bushel.  Throughout  May,  June  and  July  the  trade  was 
devoid  of  any  special  interest,  only  a  small  demand  existing, 
except  at  times  when  a  decided  decline  occurred,  and  sellers 
were  willing  to  accept  $3.00  per  bushel.  At  this  figure  dealers 
seemed  disposed  to  purchase  beyond  their  ordinary  requirements. 
In  August,  a  decided  improvement  took  place,  and  sales  were 
made  at  from  $3.50  to  $4.60  per  bushel,  the  latter  price  being  the 
highest  price  of  the  year.  Dry  weather  and  fears  of  a  short  crop, 
together  with  the  impression  that  prices  were  quite  low,  operated  to 
advance  the  market  to  this  figure.  From  this  time  to  the  close  of 
the  year,  there  was  a  gradual  decline  in  prices,  and  during  December, 
quotations  ranged  from  $4.00  to  $4.10  on  an  easy-going  grade. 
The  quality  of  the  new  crop  was  better  than  that  of  the  crop  of 
1889.  _ 

FLAX    SEED. 

The  volume  of  business  transacted  in  flax  seed  was  very 
much  larger  than  ever  before  recorded,  and  was  extensive.  So 
well  established  is  this  as  a  flax  seed  market,  that  our  large  receipts 
were  handled  promptly  and  without  friction.  Transactions  for 
delivery  in  future  months  have  been  numerous  and  of  decided 
advantage  in  the  extension  of  this  trade,  preventing  congested 
markets  and  any  undue  decline  in  values.  Under  this  arrange- 
ment, which  the  Buttervvorth  bill  would  destroy,  the  farmer  is 
very  materially  benefited  and  saved  from  most  serious  losses.  A 
complete  statement  of  prices  for  the  year  by  months,  both  for  spot 
and  for  future  delivery,  may  be  found  on  pages  82,  83  and  84  in  the 
statistical  portion  of  this  volume.  The  lowest  price  of  the  year 
was  made  at  its  close — viz.,  $1.11  per  bushel  for  No.  1. 

From  the  opening  of  the  year,  and  running  through  January, 
February,  March  and  April,  the  market  steadily  advanced  to 
$1.4:9^.  Sales  in  the  month  of  May  opened  at  $1.48,  but 
gradually  declined   toward   the    16th  to    $1.44   per   bushel.     At

that  date,  the  market  became  a  firm  one,  and  prices  improved  to 
$1.48.  With  the  arrival  of  the  month  of  June  came  prospects  of 
a  large  crop,  based  upon  authentic  information  that  the  low  prices 
of  whaat  which  had  prevailed  in  1889  had  led  to  a  considerable 
extension  of  area  sown  with  flax,  and  prices  declined  upon  an  easy 
grade  from  $1.46  to  $1.36  per  bushel.  This  scaling  down  contin- 
ued until  sales  were  made  at  $1.28|^  on  the  24th  of  July.  At 
this  point  dry  weather,  followed  by  the  prospects  of  an  increase 
of  import  duties  and  higher  rates  for  silver,  caused  prices  to 
advance  to  $1.41  in  August. 

The  persistency  which  marked  the  improvement,  forced  many 
who  had  sold  freely  for  future  delivery  to  make  their  purchases  in 
order  to  provide  for  their  contracts,  rather  than  to  hope  to  do  so 
upon  a  more  favorable  market,  and  prices  from  the  1st  of  Septem- 
ber advanced,  until  sales  were  made  at  $1.56  per  bushel  on  the 
24th  of  that  month.  As  soon  as  these  sales  for  future  delivery  were 
provided  for,  prices  receded,  and  in  October  ranged  from  $1.40  to 
$1.50.  The  November  market  was  a  weak  one,  starting  at  $1.39 
and  closing  at  $1.18  per  bushel.  A  slight  reactionary  flurry 
occurred  in  the  early  part  of  December,  when  sales  were  made  at 
$1.25,  but  $1.11  was  the  quotation  on  the  20th  of  that  month;  the 
year  closing  at  $1.14  per  bushel. 

By  the  most  approved  estimates,  the  crop  is  placed  at  12,000,000 
bushels,  or  about  3,500,000  bushels  more  than  the  crop  of  1889. 

According  to  the  statement  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Flax  Seed, 
the  receipts  inspected,  aggregated  7,296,000  bushels,  of  which 
6,532,500  bushels  inspected  No.  1.  The  quantity  inspected  for 
shipment  by  rail  and  by  lake  aggregated  4,627,001  bushels,  of 
which  1,957,658  bushels  were  forwarded  by  rail  and  2,660,323 
bushels  by  lake. 

This  trade  has  increased  so  largely  in  volume  that  the  board 
has  made  special  provision  in  its  rules  for  the  registration  of  flax 
seed  receipts,  and  the  efficient  Inspector  of  Flax  Seed  is  appointed 
Registrar.  The  facilities  provided  for  the  inspection  of  flax  seed 
are  of  the  most  thorough  and  systematic  character,  and  consignors 
can  be  assured  that  everj'^  consignment  is  subject  to  the  most  faith- 
ful inspection,  and,  as  a  consequence,  all  sales  are  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  intrinsic  merits  of  the  seed.  All  parties  interested  are 
afforded  the  fullest  opportunity  for  the  examination  of  samples  sub- 
mitted by  the  Inspector,  so  that  if  any  doubt  should  arise  regarding 
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inspection  the  interests  of  shippers  may  be  faithfully  cared  for. 
Very  few  instances,  however,  have  arisen  where  the  inspection  has 
been  at  all  questioned,  and  in  those  few  instances  the  Inspector 
has  been  sustained,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  shipper. 

OTHER    SEED. 

Trading  in  Hungarian  and  millet  seeds  has  been  very  light. 
These  seeds  were  sold  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  at  from  28  to 
35  cents  per  bushel.  Stocks  on  hand  in  this  market  were  large. 
Demand  for  immediate  use  was  next  to  nothing,  and  sales  that 
were  urged  had  to  be  made  upon  the  terms  which  were  prompted 
by  speculative  views.  These  conditions  led  to  sowing  but  a  small 
area  with  these  seeds,  and  the  crop  of  the  last  year  was  small . 
When  this  became  apparent  the  demand  improved,  stocks  dimin- 
ished, and  prices  rose  to  from  45  to  53  cents  per  bushel.  Hunga- 
rian sold  at  55  cents  before  the  year  ended. 

LIVE    STOCK  AND   PROVISION   TRADE. 

All  interested  in  this  branch  of  business  may  look  back  upon  a 
year  which  in  many  respects  has  no  parallel  in  the  history  of  the 
trade.  Chicago  has  more  than  maintained  her  prestige  as  the 
leading  provision  and  live-stock  market  of  the  world.  The  receipts 
of  live  hogs  for  the  year  numbered  7,663,828,  against  5,998,526 
for  1889,  and  4,921,712  for  1888,  and  exceeded  those  of  any 
other  year.  The  shipments  numbered  1,985,700,  against  1,786,659 
during  the  year  1889,  and  1,751,829  during  1888,  showing  an 
enormous  quantity  required  for  city  consumption,  and  for  packing 
to  supply  home  and  foreign  markets. 

The  receipts  of  cattle  for  the  year  numbered  3,484,280,  against 
3,023,281  in  1889,  2,611,543  in  1888,  2,382,008  in  1887,  and 
1,963,000  in  1886,  and  exceeded  those  of  any  year.  The  ship- 
ments numbered  1,260,309,  against  1,259,971  in  1889,  968,385  in 
1888,  and  791,483  in  1887.  The  number  used  for  city  consump- 
tion and  packing  was  2,223,971. 

The  receipts  of  sheep  numbered  2,182,667,  against  1,832,469 
in  1889,  1,515,014  in  1888,  1,360,862  in  1887,  and  1,008,790  in 
1886.  The  shipments  numbered  929,854,  against  711,315  in  1889, 
601,241  in  1888,  445,094  in  1887,  and  266,912  in  1886,  showing 
the  number  of  sheep  used  for  city  consumption  and  for  packing 
in  various  forms  1,252,813. 
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The  receipts  of  cattle,  calves,  hogs,  sheep  and  horses  for  the 
year  aggregated  13,607,366,  received  in  311,657  cars,  valued  at 
$231,344,879,  against  11,057,170  in  1889,  valued  at  $203,321,924, 
and  9^99,628  in  1888,  valued  at  $192,202,789.  The  shipments 
of  these  animals  numbered  4,331,691,  forwarded  in  105,439  cars, 
against  3,866,832  in  1889,  and  3,397,984  in  1888. 

The  total  value  of  live  stock  received  in  this  market  during  the 
last  twenty-five  years  was  $3,207,981,448. 

Chicago  is  absolutely  without  a  rival  in  the  prosecution  of  this 
trade;  with  a  capital  invested  in  this  industry  more  than  ample  for 
any  contingency;  with  an  experience  from  its  humblest  beginnings, 
and  a  most  minute  knowledge  of  all  phases  of  the  demand;  in 
constant  communication  with  the  principal  markets  of  the  world; 
with  a  perfect  classification  of  the  labor  connected  with  it,  so  that 
every  portion  of  the  work  is  done  by  an  adept,  whereby  quick- 
ness, economy  and  cleanliness  are  attained;  with  transportation 
facilities,  by  land  and  by  water,  which  cannot  be  enjoyed  at  any 
other  point,  it  is  not  surprising  that  Chicago  hog  and  beef  products 
in  a  great  variety  of  forms  and  cuts  are  known  the  world  over, 
and  that  at  her  broad  counter  are  found  customers  from  all  nations. 

Since  this  great  industry  has  become  developed  the  people 
everywhere  are  better  fed  than  ever  before. 

Prices  of  cattle  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  about  25 
cents  per  100  pounds  higher  than  a  year  ago,  due  more  to  improve- 
ment in  quality  than  to  an  increased  demand.  The  superior  grade 
of  animals  is  traced  to  the  abundant  crops  of  corn  in  1888  and  1889, 
enabling  farmers  to  feed  their  animals  liberally  with  this  cereal. 
Low  prices  of  this  excellent  cattle  food  and  good  pasturage  have 
kept  the  market  value  from  very  materially  advancing,  as  the 
country  was  stimulated  to  engage  extensively  in  stock  raising, 
thus  largely  increasing  supplies  of  live  stock  in  trade  centers. 
From  the  time  when  it  became  apparent  that  the  coming  corn  crop 
would  be  much  smaller  than  during  the  immediately  preceding 
years  the  volume  of  receipts  was  augmented,  as  the  farmer  pre- 
ferred to  hold  his  corn  and  dispose  of  his  surplus  stock;  thus 
throughout  the  year  the  arrivals  were  large,  resulting  from  two 
apparently  contradictory,  but  easily  reconcilable,  causes.  The 
large  accumulations  of  corn  leading  to  extensive  raising  of  cattle, 
and  the  enormous  number  of  cattle  on  hand  in  the  face  of  a  short 
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corn  crop,  inducing  the  farmer  to  hold  his  corn  and  dispose  of  hi& 
stock,  explain  the  uniformly  large  receipts. 

These  conditions  kept  prices  on  a  fairly  even  keel  during  the 
year.  We  observe,  however,  that  superior  quality  more  than  offset 
in  prices  the  effect  of  uniformly  large  receipts,  showing  that  heavy 
receipts,  if  of  a  good  grade,  do  not  depress  prices  as  much  a& 
receipts  of  an  inferior  quality  though  accompanied  with  a  dimin- 
ished supply. 

Prices  of  all  kinds  of  cattle  for  the  year  ranged  from  $1.50  to- 
$5.45  per  100  pounds,  against  $1.50  to  $5.25  in  1889.  A  compari- 
son by  months  would  present  more  clearly  and  justly  the  improve- 
ment in  prices  during  the  year  over  those  of  1889  than  the  state- 
ment of  extreme  quotations  which  obtained  for  that  period.  For 
example,  we  had  a  well-sustained  market  in  May  at  from  $2.40  to- 
$4.10  per  100  pounds  for  stock  and  feeding  cattle,  and  from  $2,25  to 
$5.45  per  100  pounds  for  inferior  to  prime  beeves,  while  for  that 
month  in  1889  the  highest  price  for  the  former  was  $3.25  and  for  the 
latter  $4. 65  per  100  pounds.  The  plentiful  hay  crop  in  the  East  had 
a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  demand  in  this  market  for  stock  cattle. 

Although  our  receipts  of  sheep  for  the  year  were  250,000  more 
than  for  1889,  the  demand  was  equal  to  the  unprecedented  supply. 
The  quality  of  these  animals  was  excellent,  for  the  same  reason 
that  produced  the  good  quality  of  cattle,  and  consequently  prices 
wore  fairly  satisfactory.  The  demand  was  a  uniform  one  through- 
out the  year,  which  prevented  any  great  fluctuations  in  values. 
The  months  of  the  largest  arrivals  were  those  of  September  and 
October,  when  218,754  and  219,107,  respectively,  were  received. 

Low  priced  com  in  Nebraska  stimulated  extensive  consignments 
from  that  state  during  the  early  months  of  the  year;  these  found  a 
market  at  from  $5.30  to  $5.90  per  100  pounds  for  those  of  prime 
grade.  The  superior  quality  of  arrivals  increased  the  demand, 
and  prices  uniformly  improved  until,  in  May,  $6.75  was  reached, 
which  was  the  highest  price  attained  during  the  year.  From  the 
1st  of  June  prices  slowly  declined,  interrupted  by  short  periods  of 
firmness,  but  without  any  substantial  advance.  The  year  closed 
with  quotations  at  from  $4.75  to  $5.00  for  choice  native  wethers, 
and  for  inferior  animals  $2.75  per  100  pounds. 
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Horses  to  the  number  of  102,200  were  received,  showing  an 
increase  of  23,274  over  like  receipts  during  1889;  the  shipments 
aggregated  95,900,  For  these  animals  there  was  a  good  demand 
during  the  year,  particularly  for  those  of  good  size  and  breed. 
Scraggy  horses,  and  those  of  diminutive  size,  were  sold  at  prices 
favoring  the  buyer. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  George  T.  Williams,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Stock  Yards,  the  following  table,  showing  receipts  of  live 
stock  for  each  year  from,  1880  to  1890,  inclusive,  is  submitted  :

Our  receipts  of  live  hogs  numbered,  as  elsewhere  stated,  7,663,- 
828,  which  is  1,665,302  more  than  were  received  during  1889, 
exceeding  the  record  of  any  other  year.  There  seems  to  be  no 
limit  to  the  ability  of  this  market  to  provide  for  all  that  comes  to 
it  in  the  line  of  provisions. 

The  January  market  opened  at  $3.40  to  $3,70  per  100  pounds, 
steadily  improving  until  $4.00  was  paid  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 
March  brought  an  increased  demand,  and  sales  were  made  at  $4.45 
for  heavy  hogs  on  the  31st  of  that  month.  By  the  closing  days  of 
April,  quotations  were  from  $4,00  to  $4.25,  while  during  May  they 
were  reduced  to  $3.70  for  the  lower  grades,  and  to  $4.00  for  heavy 
weights.  In  June,  prices  ranged  from  $3,90  to  $4.07^.  The  July 
market  was  lower,  the  midsummer  demand  being  moderate. 
From  this  time  prices  improved  quite  steadily,  reaching  to  $4,95 
in  September,  Large  receipts  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  resdlt- 
ing  from  high  priced  corn,  depressed  prices,  and  in  November  sales 
were  made  at  from  $3.20  to  $3,85,  The  closing  prices  of  the  year 
were  from  $3,35  to  $3,90  per  100  pounds. 
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The  large  proportion  of  pigs  included  in  the  arrivals  during 
the  latter  portion  of  the  year  is  accounted  for  by  advanced  prices 
of  corn,  inducing  farmers  to  hold  their  corn  in  preference  to  feed- 
ing it  and  increasing  the  weight  of  their  stock. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  sales  of  mess  pork  were  made  at 
from  $9.02|^  to  §9.10  per  barrel,  steadily  advancing  to  $9.90. 
February  sales  ranged  from  $9.62|-  to  $9.70,  closing  firm.  The 
trade  during  March  was  a  dull  one,  at  about  $10.00  per  barrel.  In 
April  the  general  advance  in  the  price  of  grain  affected  this  trade, 
pushing  up  quotations  to  $13.60  on  the  25th  of  the  month. 
Trading  during  May  was  active  at  from  $12.10  to  $13.32^  per 
barrel.  During  the  month  of  June  the  demand  was  less  urgent 
than  in  May,  though  not  without  a  degree  of  nervousness.  Prices 
ranged  from  $12.40  to  $13. 27^,  closing  with  an  excited  market  at 
from  $12.40  to  $13.  During  July  and  August  the  market  was  an 
easy  one,  with  alternate  periods  of  depression  and  recovery,  selling 
as  low  as  $9.80  and  as  high  as  $12.70,  August  recording  the  lowest 
prices.  Sales  in  September  ranged  from  $9.20  to  $10.3.5,  the 
highest  quotations  prevailing  only  for  a  few  days  at  the  beginning 
of  the  month.  During  the  first  half  of  October  the  market  was  a 
steady  one,  at  about  $9.65  per  barrel.  On  the  20th,  sales  were 
effected  at  $10.10,  the  month  closing  at  from  $10  to  $10.15. 
November  and  Deceiiaber  prices  were  depressed  by  large  supplies, 
sales  being  made  at  $7.60  on  the  24th  of  the  latter  month,  which 
was  the  lowest  price  of  the  year.  The  speculative  trade  in  this 
article  was  more  extensive  than  for  several  years. 

The  demand  for  export  and  coast  trade  was  large  and  uniformly 
sustained  throughout  the  year.  Shipments  to  the  West  Indies,  the 
Canadian  provinces  and  to  South  America  were  quite  extensive. 
Total  exports  from  the  United  States  aggregated  79,788,868 
pounds,  valued  at  $4,753,488. 

The  receipts  of  lard  for  the  year  aggregated  147,475,267  pounds, 
against  99,952,688  pounds  for  the  year  1889.  The  shipments  for 
the  year  amounted  to  471,910,128  pounds,  against  395,838,737 
pounds  for  1889.  The  exports  from  the  United  States  for  the  fiscal 
year  aggregated  471, 033, 598  pounds,  valued  at  $33,455,520,  against 
31*8,242,990  pounds  for  1889;  128,897,277pounds  were  shipped  to 
England,  and  116,527,934  pounds  to  Germany,  showing  an  enormous 
increase  in  such  exports  over  those  for  the  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding.    Prices  ranged  from  $5.72^  to  $6.32^  per  100  pounds, 
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sales  being  made  upon  the  last  day  of  the  year,  at  S5.90.  This 
market  was  enlivened  by  an  active  speculative  demand,  which,  in 
addition  to  a  constant  domestic  trade,  made  the  year  a  satisfactory 
one.* 

Short  ribs  were  in  active  request  during  the  year,  not  only  for 
immediate  consumption  and  shipment,  but  on  speculative  account. 
The  volume  of  business  in  this  excellent  meat  food  is  increasing 
every  year,  because  it  is  packed  in  convenient  form  for  transporta- 
tion, and  also  because  of  the  moderate  prices  at  which  it  is  sold. 
Large  quantities  are  disposed  of  for  the  markets  throughout  the 
South,  also  for  East  Indian  and  South  American  ports.  In  coal- 
mining districts  and  lumber  camps  it  is  extensively  used. 

Stocks  were  large  throughout  the  year,  and  included  an  unusual 
number  of  lots  of  heavy  average  weights. 

Prices  in  January  opened  at  $i.55  to  $4.60,  gradually  improv- 
ing throughout  the  month,  until  sales  were  made  at  $4. 92^.  The 
market  during  February  did  not  sustain  this  price,  a  sluggish  demand 
not  permitting  sales  above  $4.85,  and  accounting  for  a  further  decline 
on  the  21st  to  $4.67^^.  In  March  we  had  an  increased  demand  at 
advanced  prices,  and  a  fair  volume  of  business  was  transacted  at 
from  $4.Y7|  to  $.5.10.  In  April  the  general  improvement  in 
prices  of  other  commodities  affected  this  trade,  and  sales  were 
made  at  from  $5.10  to  $5.60.  May  prices  slightly  favored  the 
buyer,  though  a  good  trade  prevailed  throughout  the  month  at 
from  $5.15  to  $5.45.  The  June  market  did  not  sustain  the  May 
prices,  and  the  market  declined  to  $4.92|^  in  the  last  days  of  that 
month.  The  July  market  recorded  an  improved  demand,  and  a 
moderate  advance  in  prices  was  attained.  The  improvement  contin- 
ued, gathering  strength  in  August,  when  sales  were  made  as  high  as 
$5.42|^,  the  market  closing  in  that  month  at  $5.25.  A  lively  trade 
was  done  during  the  month  of  September,  but  liberal  arrivals  and 
large  stocks  prevented  sales  being  made  at  above  $5.37^.  The  trade 
during  the  month  of  October  was  a  very  satisfactory  one,  and 
prices  were  fairly  steady  through  the  month  at  from  $5.22^  to 
$5.42|^.  In  November,  there  was  a  falling-off  in  prices  on  the  aver- 
age of  from  five  to  ten  cents  per  100  pounds.  This  weakness  con- 
tinued through  the  month  of  December,  when  sales  were  made  at 
from  $4.40  to  $5.00,  the  record  of  the  last  day  of  the  month  show- 
ing many  sales  at  $4.75  per  100  pounds. 
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WOOL. 

The  market  was  characterized  by  a  fairly  steady,  though  not  an 
active,  trade.  There  were  some  portions  of  the  j^ear  when  sales 
were  made  with  great  difficulty,  rendering  quotations  more  or  less 
unreliable  as  far  as  affecting  sales  to  any  considerable  extent  was 
concerned.  The  only  exception  to  the  comparative  quietness  of 
the  market  occurred  in  October,  when  a  speculative  demand 
appeared,  advancing  prices  about  1  cent.  This  condition  was  due 
to  the  operation  of  the  new  tariff  law. 

This  commodity  has  been  the  snbject  of  much  political  discus- 
sion, which  tended  to  confine  transactions  within  the  limits  of  a 
demand  merely  to  meet  pressing  necessities. 

Fine  scoured  sold  during  the  year  from  53  to  63  cents,  the 
higher  prices  ruling  from  October  to  December,  inclusive.  A  full 
statement  of  prices  is  submitted  on  page  88  of  this  report.  The 
receipts  for  the  year  aggregated  22,281,570  pounds,  and  the  ship- 
ments 39,006,263  pounds.

LAKE   TRANSPORTATION. 


In  1890  the  business  fleet  of  the  lakes  consisted  of  2,055  ves- 
sels^ 1,153  steam  and  902  sail,  representing  826,360  net  register 
tons,  the  total  value  being  $58,128,500.  Of  these  vessels,  232  are 
steamers  of  over  1,000  tons  register;  110  of  them  are  over  1,500 
tons,  and  many  of  them  from  3,000  to  3,700  cargo  tons;  68  are 
built  of  steel  and  39  of  iron.  The  draught  of  these  vessels  is  lim- 
ited by  the  depths  of  the  channels,  but  many  of  them  could  safely 
and  profitably  load  to  19  or  20  feet. 

In  1886  the  net  tonnage  was  634,652  tons,  valued  at  $30,597,- 
450;  in  1890,  as  has  been  stated,  $58,128,500,  and  the  number  of 
steamers  of  over  1,500  register  tons  in  the  same  time  has  increased 
from  21  to  110. 

The  size  of  steam  vessels  built  during  the  last  four  years  has 
been  each  year  increasing,  and  their  use  for  barge  towing  is  being 
more  and  more  appreciated,  while  their  value,  unincumbered  by 
other  craft,  where  rapid  transit  is  desired,  is  such  that  railway  trans- 
portation of  grain  between  the  lake  ports  is  comparatively  small 
during  the  season  of  navigation.  In  1886  there  were  but  21 
propellers  of  over  1,500  tons  burden  on  the  great  lakes,  and  in  1890 
there  were  110  propellers  of  this  class.  The  percentage  of  increase 
in  tonnage  since  1860  is  440.29  per  cent.,  while  the  percentage  of 
increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  is  423.81  per  cent.  The  value  of 
this  class  of  vessels  in  1886  was  $2,645,000;  in  1890  it  was  $15,000,- 
092,  showing  an  increase  in  four  years  of  570.59  per  cent.  In  1886 
we  had  but  six  steel  vessels  on  the  lakes,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage 
of  6,459  tons,  and  a  valuation  of  $694,000,  and  now  68  steel  vessels, 
with  a  tonnage  of  99,457  tons,  and  a  valuation  of  $11,964,000,  are 
in  constant  service  during  the  season.  Iron  and  wooden  vessels, 
during  this  period  of  four  years,  have  scarcely  held  their  own; 
those  constructed  of  composite,  on  the  other  hand,  show  a  marked 
increase  in  tonnage,  number,  and  value. 

The  magnitude  of  this  commerce  at  the  end  of  another  decade 
will  be  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations.  As  bearing  upon 
this  prospect,  look  for  a  moment  at  the  past  with  reference  to  the 
growth  of  a  few  of  the  lake  cities.  Buffalo  has  increased  in  popu- 
lation from  42,000  in  1850  to  255,000  in  1890;  Cleveland  from 
17,000  in  1860  to  262,000  in  1890,  and  Chicago  from  30,000  in 
1850  to  1,100,000  in  1890. 
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The  71  miles  of  restricted  navigation  in  the  distance  of  4,000 
miles  between  the  West  and  Liverpool  should  be  overcome  without 
dela}^,  in  order  that  steamships  may  run  from  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  Duluth  to  the  ports  of  the  Old  World. 

The  West  should  do  its  own  importing,  and  export  its  products 
without  the  intervention  of  seaboard  cities,  with  attending  expenses 
and  delays.  Canals  have  served  their  purpose  in  reducing  railway 
freight  rates,  but  the  railway  now  competes  successfully,  so  far  as 
rates  of  freight  are  concerned,  with  barge  canal  transportation, 
while  it  offers  a  more  rapid  transport.  Necessity  now  urges  the 
establishment  of  waterways  that  will  admit  of  unobstructed  navi- 
gation for  steamers  of  large  size  between  lake  ports  and  the 
Atlantic,  offering  not  only  low  rates  of  freight,  but  more  rapid 
transit  than  is  now  possible  to  attain  between  inland  ports  and  the 
eastern  coast. 

Transcontinental  transportation  will  always  be  dominated  by 
lake  navigation. 

Careful  calculations  made  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Keep,  Secretary 
of  the  Lake  Carriers'  Association,  given  in  a  paper  addressed  to 
the  United  States  Congress  December  5,  1890,  shows  that  the 
value  of  the  cargoes  carried  on  the  lake  last  season  was  over 
$305,000,000,  the  average  distance  of  carriage  being  566  miles, 
and  the  tonnage  about  28,000,000  tons;  being  equivalent  to  carry- 
ing 15|^  billion  tons  one  mile. 

If  this  had  been  carried  at  railroad  rates  the  cost  to  the  public 
would  have  been  over  $143,000,000,  but  by  the  prevailing  lake 
rates  the  cost  was  only  about  $23,000,000,  so  that  water  trans- 
portation on  the  lakes  in  one  year  saved  to  the  public  nearly 
$120,000,000.  Much  of  the  heavy  freight  has  been  carried  for 
considerably  less  than  1^  cents  per  ton  per  mile.  Anthracite  coal 
is  carried  from  Buffalo  to  Duluth,  a  distance  of  1,000  miles,  for  30 
cents  per  ton,  or  3-10  of  a  mill  per  ton  per  mile.  The  lake  rates 
from  Chicago  to  Buffalo  on  wheat  have  been  reduced  from  11 
cents  per  bushel  in  1861  to  2^  cents  per  bushel  in  1890.  The  large 
steamers  with  barges  in  tow  can  transport  grain  at  2  cents  per 
bushel  between  Chicago  and  Buffalo  at  a  profit. 

At  the  Saint  Mary's  Falls  canal  the  increase  of  commerce  is 
impressive.  In  1870  the  amount  passing  through  the  canal  was 
690,826  register  tons;  in  1890,  1,734,800  tons;  in  1883,  2,042,598 
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tons;    in   1890,  8,454,435  tons,  valued  at  ^102,214,948.70.     The 
tonnage  passing  through  this  canal  is  greater  than  that  passing 

through  the  Suez. 

» 

The  Chicago  Freight  Bureau  has  rendered  valuable  service,  not 
only  to  the  interests  represented  on  this  Board,  but  to  the  diversi- 
fied business  of  the  entire  city.  Unjust  discrimination  in  freight 
rates,  unwarrantable  delays  in  the  transportation  of  merchandise, 
excessive  terminal  charges,  and  onerous  regulations  regarding  the 
removal  of  merchandise  after  arrival,  are  some  of  the  subjects 
which  engage  the  careful  and  experienced  attention  of  the  bureau 
and  of  the  able  committee  on  transportation  which  represents  this 
board  in  that  organization. 

The  members  of  this  board  might  utilize  the  facilities  enjoyed 
by  the  Freight  Bureau  in  the  collection  of  just  claims  upon  railroad 
companies  to  a  greater  extent  than  has  been  their  custom.  Infor- 
mation regarding  transportation  rates,  routes  for  shipment,  etc., 
may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Freight  Bureau,  and  materi- 
ally aid  shippers  and  consignees  in  protecting  their  rights  and  in 
facilitating  their  business. 

These  bureaus  have  become  a  necessity  in  the  transaction  of 
business,  as  it  is  only  by  such  a  constant  and  systematic  attention 
to  the  varying  and  important  phases  of  the  great  subject  of  trans- 
portation that  the  rights  of  shippers  and  of  consignees  can  be  pro- 
tected against  encroachments  upon  such  rights  by  consolidated 
railway  representation.  The  business  interests  of  this  country 
have  already  suffered  too  much  from  the  want  of  such  freight 
organizations.  A  parsimonious  and  narrow  policy  upon  the  part 
of  merchants  has  for  a  long  time  deprived  them  of  many  rights  and 
entailed  upon  them  many  losses,  and  has  encouraged  railways  to 
place  one  burden  after  another  upon  the  transportation  of  mer- 
chandise, and  to  distribute  at  their  pleasure  transportation  benefits, 
sometimes  shutting  off  great  sections  of  country  from  participation 
in  rates  enjoyed  by  another  section  situated  under  precisely  similar 
essential  conditions.  Such  discriminations  may  be  prompted  by 
many  considerations  affecting  railway  profits,  but  under  any 
circumstances  they  are  detrimental  to  the  public  interest.  Individ- 
uals are  powerless  to  correct  such  abuses.  The  power  of  organ- 
ization must  be  invoked  for  their  removal. 
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The  remarkable  progress  mad»i  in  great  industries,  and  intense 
competition  in  the  conduct  of  business  in  all  departments,  have 
greatly  stimulated  study  and  invention  as  applied  to  commercial 
life,  and  have  led  broad-minded  men  who  superintend  extensive  mer- 
cantile establishments  to  place  a  high  value  upon  intelligent  labor, 
and  upon  exceptional  mental  endowment  and  discipline,  in  respon- 
sible positions.  Competition  in  business  is  no  longer  along  the 
coarser  and  superficial  lines;  it  reaches  into  the  realm  of  acute 
mental  analysis  and  scientific  acquisition;  without  these  there 
is  small  hope  of  success  in  conducting  great  enterprises.  Hence  it 
is  that  our  graduates  from  the  higher  institutions  of  technology 
find  immediate  and  remunerative  employment.  There  is  no  field 
in  this  country  so  favorable  for  the  establishment  of  an  institute 
for  scientific  education  of  the  highest  order  as  Chicago,  and  no 
time  so  auspicious  as  the  present.  Such  an  institute  would  con- 
tribute to  the  national  wealth  more  quickly  and  substantially  than 
does  the  university  with  its  more  classical  curriculum. 

The  prospect  of  holding  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago 
animates  every  citizen,  every  business  and  every  profession.  Its 
magnetic  power  is  felt  in  all  directions,  and  the  ambition  and 
enterprise  of  the  whole  country, — in  commerce,  in  scholarship,  in 
fine  arts,  in  mechanics,  and  along  the  avenues  through  which  this 
land  has  advanced  to  greatness, — are  being  marshaled,  consciously 
and  unconsciously,  as  by  a  common  irresistible  impulse,  for  the 
grand  consummation.  The  painter's  brush,  the  sculptor's  chisel, 
the  inventor's  brain,  the  musician's  conception,  the  poet's  fancy, 
the  study  of  the  scientist,  the  business  of  the  manufacturer,  the 
skill  of  the  artisan,  all  in  the  great  army  of  industry  are  touched 
with  the  genius  of  the  hour  and  impelled  to  excellence  by  the 
enthusiasm  which  a  friendly  rivalry,  having  for  its  supreme  object 
the  highest  good  of  man,  has  aroused. 

Chicago  is  impressed  with  her  great  responsibility.  She  is 
determined,  and  the  state  of  Illinois  is  determined,  that  the  fair 
shall  meet  the  highest  expectation.  A  state  without  an  indebted- 
ness, a  municipality  amply  able  to  respond  to  every  demand,  and 
a  public-spirited  citizenship  imbued  with  Americanism,  are  pledged, 
as  the  nation  is  pledged,  to  its  splendid  success.  It  will  be  dedicated 
to  the  best  and  highest  which  the  human  mind  has  conceived  and 
expressed  in  all  the  centuries,  and  will  be  held  in  the  land  that 
Columbus  four  hundred  years  ago  beheld  in  vision  which  neither 
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obstacles  nor  ridicule  could  dispel,  and  upon  whose  shores  he 
implored  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  to  set  up  the  standard  of  the 
Cross  and  of  Castile.  In  1492  America  was  presented  to  the 
Spanish  crown  even  as  with  an  undaunted  faith  it  had  been 
promised  to  an  incredulous  court.  In  1893  the  people  of  the 
United  States  will  celebrate  the  discovery  of  America  by  Chris- 
topher Columbus,  since  out  of  this  transcendent  event  came  a  new 
civilization  which,  under  the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  has  con- 
ferred signal  and  countless  blessings  upon  the  world.  In  that  year 
all  nations  will  sit  together  at  the  feet  of  genius  and  of  learning, 
wherever  born  or  nurtured,  that  all  may  be  taught  and  inspired; 
that  commerce,  learning,  and,  above  all,  international  amity,  may 
be  exalted,  and  that  man  may  be  led  to  higher  achievements  in  all 
things  that  dignify  and  immortalize  human  effort.

Your  directory  has  during  the  year  purchased  and  canceled 
$50,000  of  the  bonds  of  the  Board,  leaving  a  total  indebtedness  of 
$1,350,000,  bearing  interest  at  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually  and  due  in  1933,  at  the  option  of  the  Board  after 
1893.  This  directory  recommends  the  continuance  of  the  policy 
of  purchasing  $50,000  of  the  bonds  of  the  Board  annually,  thus, 
not  only  steadily  and  substantially  reducing  the  bonded  debt,  but 
saving  an  annual  interest  expenditure  of  $2,500,  and  a  correspond- 
ing insurance  premium.  In  a  few  years  this  amount  will  have 
been  so  reduced  that  the  indebtedness  undoubtedly  may  be  re- 
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funded  at  4  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  thus  will  a  substantial  saving  be 
secured  to  the  Board. 

After  the  payment  of  all  bills  and  the  purchase  of  the  $50,000 
of  bonds  aforesaid,  there  remains  a  surplus  of  $21,969.31. 

Your  directory  has  fixed  the  assessment  for  the  fiscal  year  of 
1891  at  $65  per  member,  or  $5  less  than  for  the  year  now  closing, 
and  $25  less  than  for  1888. 

REAL  ESTATE. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  your  directors  to  so  conduct  this  de- 
partment as  to  secure  the  best  class  of  tenants  for  all  the  office 
room,  without  an  undue  reduction  of  rents. 

Your  Eeal  Estate  Committee  has  kept  the  building  in  excellent 
condition,  and  your  directors  recommend  that  their  policy  be  ad- 
hered to  in  order  that  no  excessive  expenditures  in  any  one  year 
may  be  rendered  necessary. 

In  the  management  of  great  buildings  in  a  large  city,  where 
architectural  proficiency  and  business  enterprise  present  great  con- 
veniences and  inducements  to  tenants,  there  is  no  economy  in  with- 
holding adequate  expenditures.  Every  proper  facility  must  be 
fully  maintained,  and  all  reasonable  requests  of  tenants  should  re- 
ceive prompt  consideration.  As  may  be  seen  in  the  financial  state- 
ment, where  the  disbursements  under  this  head  are  grouped,  there 
has  been  no  unusual  expenditure  in  this  department. 

The  amount  derived  from  rentals  is  $99,585.46.

The  difference,  amounting  to  $54,422.51,  may  be  considered  a& 
the  cost  to  the  Board  for  the  use  of  the  Exchange  Hall  and  all 
other  rooms  occupied  by  the  Association. 

The  evils  caused  by  "bucket  shops"  had  become  alarming  and 
their  effect  upon  the  prices  of  the  chief  cereals  was  so  disastrous  to 
the  agriculturist  and  to  the  merchant,  that  your  directors  conceiv- 
ing it  to  be  their  duty,  under  your  instructions,  withheld  the  quo- 
tations of  the  Board  from  those  whom  it  was  believed  desired  them 
for  unlawful  purposes.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  result  it  was 
necessary,  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 


Ixvi 

Illinois,  to  entirely  discontinue  the  collection  and  dissemination  of 
your  market  quotations.  The  Market  Quotation  Department, 
therefore,  was  entirely  dissolved,  and  all  telegraphic  instruments 
and  appliances  were  summarily  removed  from  the  Exchange  Hall. 
This  also  had  the  effect  of  relieving  the  Board  from  furnishing  quo- 
tations to  certain  concerns  which  had  enjoined  the  Board  from 
withholding  such  quotations. 

From  the  time  this  policy,  which  you  thoroughly  supported,  was 
inaugurated,  the  business  of  the  Board  revived,  and  a  year  of  un- 
wonted prosperity  followed.  In  this  connection  it  is  strikingly 
significant  that  for  the  portion  of  the  year  when  quotations  were 
collected  and  disseminated,  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
Clearing  House  showed  a  loss  of  $600,  while  from  the  date  of  the 
discontinuance  of  the  quotations,  viz. :  April  1st,  to  the  close  of  the 
year,  the  volume  of  trade  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  thej^ 
showed  a  gain  of  about  $5,000. 

The  total  clearances  for  the  year  through  the  Board  of  Trade 
Clearing  House  amount  to  $86,627,157.25  showing  an  increase 
over  those  of  the  previous  year  of  $81,164,076.50, 

The  Market  Report  Committee  has  exercised  special  and  unre- 
mitting vigilance  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  might  not  be  under- 
mined by  those  who  would  surreptitiously  obtain  its  quotations. 

A  delegation  was  sent  to  represent  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Board  of  Trade,  held  in  New  Orleans  in 
December  last.  The  resolutions  presented  by  your  delegation  were 
important,  and,  save  in  one  particular,  were  adopted.  The  meet- 
ing was  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held.  Many  important 
subjects  were  presented,  and  were  profitably  and  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed. The  membership  of  the  National  Board  has  considerably 
increased  since  its  last  annual  meeting,  and  the  value  of  that  body 
to  the  diversified  interests  of  the  country  was  never  before  so  gen- 
erally acknowledged. 

The  vital  subject  of  transportation  has  received  the  special  atten- 
tion of  your  Board  of  Directors,  and  much  good  has  been  accom- 
plished through  the  efficiency  of  your  Transportation  Committee. 

The  so-called  new  uniform  bill  of  lading,  which  the  carriers 
sought  to  impose  upon  the  merchants  of  the  country,  was  strenu- 
ously objected  to,  and  its  adoption  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Transportation  Committee  has  succeeded  in  bringing  to  a 
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successful  issue  the  protest  of  the  Board  against  unjust  discrimina- 
tion in  making  a  lower  rate  on  hog  product  than  on  live  hogs. 

Tj^e  Board  has  also  given  efficient  support  to  the  Jnter-State 
Oommerce  law,  insisting  particularly  that  all  facilities  offered  by 
common  carriers  should  be  enjoyed  absolutely  without  discrimina- 
tion as  to  persons  or  volume  of  business. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  took  decisive  action  against  the  use  by 
individuals  or  corporations  of  government  piers  situated  on  lake 
ports,  notably  with  reference  to  the  pier  in  the  Chicago  harbor 
and  at  the  port  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  also  favored  by  resolution  reci- 
procity between  the  South  American  countries  and  the  United 
States,  and  recommended  that  such  reciprocity  should  also  extend 
along  parallels  of  latitude,  with  special  reference  to  those  articles 
which  other  countries  could  more  economically  furnish  than  could 
our  own. 

Your  Directors  also  favored  the  passage  of  the  Torrey  Bank- 
ruptcy Law ;  the  consolidation  of  the  United  States  Revenue  and 
Naval  Services  ;  petitioned  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  deepen  the 
Chicago  river  ;  protested  against  the  passage  of  the  Butterworth 
bill;  urged  an  early  decision  by  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Com- 
mission of  the  case  brought  before  them  by  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Trade,  with  reference  to  the  discrimination  in  the  rate  of  freight 
upon  dressed  meat  as  against  that  on  live  hogs;  petitioned  Congress 
to  take  such  measures  as  would  insure  the  unobstructed  navigation 
of  the  Mississippi  river;  protested  against  amending  the  Inter-State 
Commerce  Act  so  as  to  include  lake  vessels;  protested  against  the 
passage  of  the  bill  known  as  the  Conger  Lard  Bill  (H.  R.  11,568); 
protested  against  any  further  legislation  by  Congress  in  regard  to 
silver. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  your  Board  of  Directors  to  avoid  all 
unnecessary  litigation,  and  we  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the 
deliberations  and  proceedings  of  the  Board  have  been  so  guarded 
that  no  new  suits  have  been  commenced. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Board  is  1,913. 

The  number  of  transfers  made  during  the  year  is  237,  yielding 
a  revenue  of  $5,925. 

The  receipts  of  grain  and  flour  in  its  grain  equivalent  aggregated 
during  the  year  over  223,000,000  bushels,  which  are  largely  in 
excess  of  like  receipts  for  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  Board. 
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The  movement  of  beef  and  hog  product  has  been  very  extensive, 
the  tabulated  statements  of  which  in  various  and  instructive  forms 
may  be  found  in  the  Secretary's  report. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  and  substantial  pros- 
perity in  all  articles  dealt  in  on  the  Board.  The  vital  relation 
which  the  Board  sustains  to  the  entire  business  of  the  country  was 
never  more  apparent  than  now,  and  your  Directory  congratulates 
the  Association,  not  only  upon  its  present  financial  condition,  and 
the  important  position  it  occupies  with  reference  to  the  great  crops 
of  the  country,  upon  which  all  other  business  to  a  large  extent  de- 
pends, but  upon  the  gratifying  prospects  which  greet  us  upon  the 
threshold  of  the  new  year. 

During  the  year  twenty-six  of  our  members  have  died,  including 
three  ex-presidents  of  the  Board,  viz.:  Charles  E.  Culver,  Asa  Dow 
and  A.  M.  Wright.  Fitting  words  of  eulogy  and  sympathy  have 
been  spoken;  only  the  sad  duty  remains  for  us  to  place  upon  the 
record  the  honored  names  of  the  departed.

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GRAIN   INSPECTION. 


Rules  Governing  the  Inspection  of  Grain  in  tJie  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois. 


The  following  are  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Eailroad  and  "Ware- 
house Commissioners  establishing  a  proper  number  and  standard  of  grades  for 
the  inspection  of  gram,  as  revised  by  them;  the  same  to  take  effect  on  and  after 
the  seventh  day  of  October,  1885),  in  lieu  of  all  rules  on  the  same  subject  hereto- 
fore existing: 

KULE  I.— WINTEE  WHEAT. 


White  winter.        No.  1  white  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  white  winter  wheat,  or 
red  and  white  mixed,  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  white  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  winter  wheat,  or  red 
and  white  mixed,  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  3  white  winter  wheat  shall  include  white  winter  wheat,  or 
red  and  white  mixed,  not  clean  and  plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but 
weighing  not  less  than  fifty-four  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  4  white  winter  wheat  shall  include  white  winter  wheat, 
damp,  musty,  or  from  any  cause  so  badly  damaged  as  to  render  it 
unfit  for  No.  3. 

Long-  red.  No.  1  long  red  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  red  winter  wheat  of 

the  long-berried  varieties;  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  long  red  winter  wheat  shall  be  of  the  same  varieties  as  No. 
1;  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

Turkish  red  winter  wheat. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1  and  2  Turkish 
red  winter  wheat  shall  correspond  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1  and  2 
red  winter  wheat,  except  that  they  shall  be  of  the  Turkish  variety. 

In  case  of  mixture  of  Turkish  red  winter  wheat  with  red  winter 
wheat  it  shall  be  graded  according  to  the  quality  thereof  and  classed 
as  Turkish  wheat. 

Ked  winter.  No.  1  red  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  red  winter  wheat  of  both 

light  and  dark  colors  of  the  shorter-berried  varieties;  sound,  plump 
and  well  cleaned.

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No.  2  red  winter  wheat  shall  be  red  winter  wheat  of  both  light 
and  dark  colors;  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  3  red  winter  wheat  shall  include  red  winter  wheat  not 
cleaned  and  plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but  weighing  not  less  than  fifty- 
four  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  4  red  winter  wheat  shall  include  red  winter  wheat  damp, 
musty,  or  from  any  cause  so  badly  damaged  as  to  render  it  unfit  for 
No.  3.  . 

In  case  of  the  mixture  of  red  and  white  winter  wheat  it  shall  be  Mixture, 
graded  according  to  the  quality  thereof  and  classed  as  white  winter 
wheat. 

No.  1  Colorado  wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned.      Colorado. 

No.  2  Colorado  wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and  of 
good  milling  quality. 

No.  3  Colorado  wheat  shall  include  Colorado  wheat  not  cleaned 
and  plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but  weighing  not  less  than  fifty-four 
pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

RULE  II.— SPRING  WHEAT. 

No.  1  hard  spring  wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned.  Hard  spring. 

No.  2  hard  spring  wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of 
good  milling  quality. 

No.  1  spring  wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned.  Spring  wheat. 

No.  2  spring  wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and  of  good 
milling  quality. 

No.  3  spring  wheat  shall  include  all  inferior,  shrunken,  or  dirty 
spring  wheat  weighing  not  less  than  fifty-three  pounds  to  the  meas- 
ured bushel. 

No.  4  spring  wheat  shall  include  spring  wheat  damp,  musty, 
grown,  badly  bleached,  or  for  any  cause  which  renders  it  unfit  for 
No.  3. 

The  grades  of  Nos.  1, 2  and  3  white  spring  wheat  shall  correspond 
with  the  grades  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  spring  wheat;  except  that  they  shall 
be  of  the  white  variety,  or  shall  contain  5  per  cent,  or  more  of  such 
white  wheat. 

Black  Sea  and  Flinty  Pfife  wheat  shall  in  no  case  be  inspected 
higher  than  No.  2,  and  rice  wheat  no  higher  than  No.  4. 

RULE  Iln.-MIXED  WHEAT. 

The  grades  of  Nos.  2  and  3  mixed  wheat  shall  be  equal  in  quality 
to  the  grades  Nos.  2  and  3  red  winter  wheat;  except  that  they  shall 
include  mixtures  of  spring  and  winter  wheat.

RULE  III.— CORN. 

No.  1  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  plump  and  well 
cleaned.

No.  3  yellow  corn  shall  be  three-fourths  yellow,  reasonably  dry 
and  reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2.

No.  2  white  corn  shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  dry,  reasonably 
clean,  but  not  plump  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  white  corn  shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  reasonably  dry  and 
reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2. 

No.  1  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn  of  choice  quality,  sound,  dry  and 
well  cleaned. 

No.  2  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  dry,  reasonably  clean,  but  not 
good  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  reasonably  dry  and  reasonably 
clean,  but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2. 

No.  4  corn  shall  include  all  corn,  not  wet  or  in  heating  condition, 
that  is  unfit  to  grade  No.  3.

RULE  IV.-OATS. 

No.  1  white  oats  shall  be  white,  sound,  clean  and  reasonably  free 
from  other  grain. 

No.  2  white  oats  shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  sweet,  reasonably 
clean  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  white  oats  shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  but  not  sufficiently 
sound  and  clean  for  No.  2. 

No.  1  oats  shall  be  mixed  oats,  sound,  clean  and  reasonably  free 
from  other  grain. 

No.  2  oats  shall  be  sweet,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free 
from  other  grain.

RULE  V.-RYE. 

No.  1.  No.  1  rye  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3.  No.  2  rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free 

from  other  grain. 

No.  3.  All  rye  damp,  musty,  dirty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  No.  2 

shall  be  graded  as  No.  3.

RULE  VI.— BARLEY. 

No.  1  barley  shall  be  plump,  bright,  clean  and  free  from  other  No.  i. 
grain. 

No.  2  barley  shall  be  sound,  of  healthy  color,  not  plump  enough  No.  2. 
for  No.  1,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  barley  shall  include  slightly  shrunken  and  otherwise  slightly  No.  3. 
damaged  barley  not  good  enough  for  No.  2. 

No.  4  barley  uhall  include  all  barley  fit  for  malting  purposes  not  No.  4. 
good  enough  for  No.  3. 

No.  5  barley  shall  include  all  barley  which  is  badly  damaged,  or  No.  5. 
from  any  cause  unfit  for  malting  purposes;  except  that  barley  which 
has  been  chemically  treated  shall  not  be  graded  at  all. 

The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Scotch  barley  shall  correspond  in  Scotch, 
all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  barley;  except  that 
they  shall  be  o£  the  Scotch  variety. 

The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Bay  Brewing  barley  shall  conform  Bay  Brewing, 
in  all  respects  to  the  grades  of  Nos.  1, 2  and  3  barley;  except  that  they 
shall  be  of  the  Bay  Brewing  variety  grown  in  the  territories  and  on 
the  Pacific  coast. 

The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Chevalier  barley  shall  conform  in  Chevalier, 
all  respects  to  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  barley;  except  that  they 
shall  be  of  the  Chevalier  variety  grown  in  the  territories  and  on  the 
Pacific  coast. 

RULE  YIL 

The  word  "new"  shall  be  inserted  in  each  certificate  of  inspec- 
tion of  a  new  harvested  crop  of  oats  until  the  15th  of  August,  of  rye 
until  the  1st  day  of  September,  of  wheat  until  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, and  of  barley  until  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year.  This 
change  shall  be  construed  as  establishing  a  new  grade,  for  the  time 
specified,  to  conform  in  every  particular  to  the  existing  grades  of 
grain;  excepting  the  distinctions  of  "  new  "  and  "  old." 

RULE  VIIL 

All  grain  that  is  warm,  or  that  is  in  a  heating  condition,  or  is 
otherwise  unfit  for  warehousing,  shall  not  be  graded. 

RULE  IX. 

All  inspectors  shall  make  their  reasons  for  grading  grain,  when 
necessary,  fully  known  by  notations  on  their  books.  The  weight 
alone  shall  not  determine  the  grade. 

RULE  X. 

Each  inspector  is  required  to  ascertain  the  weight  per  measured 
bushel  of  each  lot  of  wheat  inspected  by  him  and  note  the  same  on 
his  book. 
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ADMINISTRATION    AND    WAREHOUSE    REGISTRA- 
TION. 


Extracts  from  the  rules  adopted  hy  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  for 
the  administration  of  the  departments  of  grain  inspection  and  voarehouse  registration  in 
the  city  of  Chicago  in  force  from  and  after  Noveniber  i,  1889: 

i;  Plugged,"  "  The  said  Chief  Inspector,  and  all  persons  inspecting  grain  under 

"Scoured "     his  direction,  shall  in  no  case  make  the  grade  of  the  grain  above  that 

grain.  ^^  ^j^g  poorest  quality  found  in  any  lot  of  grain  inspected,  when  it 

has  evidently  been  "plugged,"  or  otherwise  improperly  " loaded," 

for  the  purpose  of  deception.    Wheat  which  has  been  subjected  to 

"scouring,"  or  to  some  process  equivalent  thereto,  shall  not  be 

graded  higher  than  No.  3." 

Attempts  at  "All  persons  employed  in  the  inspection  of  grain  shall  promptly 

interference,   report  to  the  Chief  Inspector,  in  writing,  all  attempts  to  defraud  the 

system  of  grain  inspection  established  by  law,  and  all  instances 

where  warehousemen  shall  deliver,  or  attempt  to  deliver,  grain  of  a 

lower  grade  than  that  called  for  by  the  warehouse  receipt." 

"  They  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  report  all  attempts  of  re- 
ceivers or  shippers  of  grain,  or  any  other  person  interested  therein,  to 
instruct,  or  in  any  improper  way  to  influence  the  action  or  opinion 
of  any  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty;  and  the  Chief  Inspector 
shall  report  all  such  cases  to  the  Commission." 

Extracts  from  the  Law  of  Illinois,  Revised  Statutes,  Chapter  114, 
Section  138: 

"Any  duly  authorized  Inspector  of  Grain  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
neglect  of  duty,  or  who  shall  knowingly  or  carelessly  inspect  or  grade 
any  grain  improperly,  or  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  con- 
sideration, directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  neglect  of  duty,  or  the  im- 
proper performance  of  any  duty,  as  Inspector  of  Grain,  and  any 
person  who  shall  improperly  influence  any  Inspector  of  Grain  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  as  such  Inspector,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  $100,  nor  more  than  $1,000,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court, 
or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  three,  nor  more 
than  twelve  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court."

Messrs.  Swift  &  Co.  and  G.  H.  Hammond  &  Co.  confine  their  operations  to  shipping  in  carcass, 
while  Messrs.  Armour  &  Co.  and  the  Falrbank  Canning  Co.  extend  their  business  to  all  depart- 
ments, and  Messrs.  Libby,  McNeil  &  Libby  restrict  their  operations  to  the  packing,  canning,  and 
city  trade  branches. 

There  has  always  been  some  doubt  as  to  the  number  of  cattle  packed  at  Chicago— in  most 
cases  the  number  reported  exceeding  the  net  receipts.  But  it  must  be  understood  that  the 
returns  of  the  slaughterers  include  calres,  of  wliich  they  kill  about  90,000  annually.  It  must  also 
be  understood  that  the  slaughtering  at  Hammond,  Ind.,  includes  cattle  which  may  be  received  by 
railroad  from  other  sections,  and  which  do  not  pass  tlirough  the  yards  at  Chicago.

Note.— Prior  to  the  year  1830  no  official  records  of  the  arrival  of  alien  passengers  were  kept, 
It  is  estimated,  however,  that  the  total  number  arriving  in  the  United  States  from  the  foundation 
of  the  government  to  the  year  1820  was  250,000. 

The  total  number  of  immigrants  arriving  in  the  United  States  from  1856  to  1889,  inclusive,  was 
11,071,102.  Up  to  the  year  1856  no  record  was  kept  of  immigrants  in  distinction  from  the  arrival 
of  alien  passengers. 

Of  the  number  of  immigrants  arrived  during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1890,  57,670  came 
from  England  and  Wales,  53,024  from  Ireland,  13,041  from  Scotland,  92,427  from  Germany,  51,799 
from  Italy,  33,147  from  Russia,  29,633  from  Sweden,  11,370  from  Norway,  1,716  from  China  and  56,199 
from  Austria-Hungary. 

The  total  number  of  European  emigrants  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  443,335. 

Of  the  total  number  of  immigrants  for  the  year,  281,853  were  males  and  173,449  were  females. 

The  year  ending  June  30th,  1883,  was  the  year  of  the  greatest  immigration. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  law  for  the  collection  of  statistics  in  relation  to  immigrants  by  rail- 
roads, those  from  the  British  North  American  possessions  and  from  Mexico  are  not  included  in 
the  above  table. 

The  law  under  which  immigration  statistics  are  collected  was  passed  in  1831  when  our  foreign 
commerce  in  merchandise  amounted  to  only  $109,000,000,  and  before  the  first  railway  was 
constructed.  At  that  period  there  was  no  intercourse  or  interchange  of  commodities  by  land 
with  border  people  save  only  by  an  occasional  adventurer.  It  is  high  time  that  Congress  pro- 
vided by  law  for  collecting  statistics  of  immigration  by  railways.

The  state  debt,  as  noted,  represents  it  as  it  stood  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each  of  the  several 
years  to  1869;  in  1869  and  1870,  as  it  stood  December  1 ;  in  1871,  as  it  stood  December  31;  from  1873 
to  1879,  as  it  stood  December  1.
